What a wonderful opportunity 
we have to enjoy stage x productions in the fine Sandpiper Play- 
house during the summer and the Little Theatre during the 
winter. 

Sandpiper has a schedule of plays this year that should 
satisfy even the most critical theatregoer . . , "Brigadoon," "Mr. 
Roberts" and "You Can't Take It With You," among the fare. 
These productions ana performed by professional and semi- 
professional actors and for the sake of me I can't sea why any- 
one would want to trot off to New York City in the heat and 
formal dress when they could enjoy real theatre right here in 
the comfort of sundresses and Bermuda shorts. 

The Virginia Beach Little Theatre presentations are done 
on an amateur basis, of course, but most of them are excellent 
and seldom have I 'come away disappointed. My only disappoint- 
ment has been in the support they get from the citizenry.

The Sherman partners se- 
lected all the paints, fabrics and 
textures used decormtivelv at 
Pembroke. The character of the 
community having been estid>- 
lished by Lubtin-McOaughy and 
Associates, architectural con- 
sultants to the Terry Corpora- 
tion, the Shermans developed 
their concepts from the archi- 
tectural scheme and landscaping 
plans made by Winn Nursery, 
Inc. 

Unusual variations of cedar 
red, beige, forest green, white 
and dune yellow and, at least, 
225 color patterns will prevail 
throughout the exteriors of 
Pembroke Manor. 

In an effort to combine the 
old and the new, Model Interiors 
called for a mixture of periods 
in the model home furniture.

VF-74 Gets 
New CO from 
Test Center 

OCEANA — Commander Paul 
E. Spencer, who has served as 
Executive Officer of the Atlantic 
Fleet's first operational F4H- 
equipped squadron since April 
1961, assumed command of VF- 
74 last Tuesday. 

Cdr. Spencer relieved Cdr. 
Julian S. Lake at a formal cere- 
mony at the Oceana Naval Air 
Station. 

i t Before reporting to VF-74, 
Cdr. Spencer was assigned as 
Carrier Suitability project offi- 
cer at the Naval Air Test Cen- 
ter, Patuxent River, Md. During 
a three and a half year tour lie 
was instrumental in the conduct 
of carrier landing trials of the 
Phantom II, in which he has 
made more arrested carrier 
landings than any other aviator. 
Cdr. Spencer entered the 
Navy in 1943 and was commis- 
sioned an Ensign in January, 
1945. He served his first tour of 
duty with Fighter Squadron 17. 
Subsequent assignments have in- 
cluded duty as a flight instruc- 
tor at Pensacola, assistant Com- 
bat Information Center officer 
on the carrier Yorktown, and a 
tour with Fighter Squadron 123.

leal agriculture, agronomy, ag- 
ricultural engineering, veteri- 
nary medicine are all being re- 
quested to join the Peace Corps. 

A college degree is not re- 
quired for many assignments. 
One boy, from Colorado, for ex- 
ample, completed one year of 
college. Today he is in Colombia, 
helping to build farm roads, up- 
grade livestock and improve cul- 
tivation. 

Peace Corps Volunteers live 
and work with the people, speak 
their language, and help then 
to help themselves. But the 
Volunteers are learning as well 
as teaching. They will come 
back to the United States with a 
unique and meaningful experi- 
ence; they will know their fields; 
they will know a foreign coun- 
try; they will know a foreign 
language; they will know the 
world. And they will be better 
citizens. 

General qualifications for ag- 
riculural Volunteers include a 
skill needed by the host coun- 
try, .a minimum age of 18, 
sound health, emotional stabil- 
ity, maturity, willingness to 
work with other people ... in- 
itiative . . . and a desire to 



serve. 

Experience Is a prime re- 
quisite for farm Volunteers. 
Many of the specialists must 
have college degrees, but hun- 
dreds of requests have been 
made for general farmers . . . 
for people who "grew up with 
the land." 

Intensive training is provided 
Volunteers both in the U.S. and 
in the host countries. Some as- 
signments require foreign lang- 
uage ability. But in most in- 
stances, you need not know a 
foreign language before apply- 
I ing service. Language instruc- 
i tion is included in the training, 
1 along with studies in the history 
I and culture of the country to 
j which you are assigned. 

Length of service is two years, 
including training. Volunteers 
receive allowances to cover 
food, clothing, housing, medical 
care and incidentals . . . plus a 
termination payment of $1800 
based on $75 for each month of 
service. 

Military service obligations 
are not met through Peace 
Corps service. But Volunteers 
can be deferred for the period 
of their overseas service, and on 



returning home, could qualify 
for further deferment at the dis- 
cretion of their local Selective 
Service Boards.

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WHERE CAN I FIND 
THE ANSWER? 
By the Rtv. J. Elmer Medley 
PRINCE OF PEACE 
LUTHERAN CHURCH 
We are living in an age where 
knowledge is important, Intel- 
lectual honesty, conviction on 
the basis of the facts; these are 
terms which we hear or read 
almost every day. People who 
respect the past, simply because 
it is the past, are looked upon 
as being "old fashioned". "Be- 
cause it has always been ac- 
cepted as true," is no longer a 
critererion for accepting a thesis 
today. 

It is inevitable that such a. 
time would come. It is, in fact, 
necessary that such a time 
should have come. If Christoph- 
er Columbus would not have 
needed proof that the world was 
flat, the discovery, exploration, 
and development of the new 
world might have been delayed 
for years. If men like our astro- 
nauts, and the space team at 
NASA would have been satis- 
fied with the "old answers", we 
might never have placed Cmdr. 
Shepard or Col. Glenn in their 
space capsules. The^"old an- 
swers" aren't necessarily always 
right. 

There are times, however, 
when it seems that we might 
have a little more respect for 
the "old answers." I am thinking 
particularly of our faith, of the 
things of God. For many years- 



years before Glenn or Columbus 
— men have been moved to 
place their trust in God. For 
many years, men have been 
drawn to the cross of Jesus 
Christ, and there they have been 
able to find peace — peace with 
themselves, but more important, 
peace with God. The cross of 
Christ stands at the crossroads 
of time and eternity. It stands 
as God's mark in history, reveal- 
ing the way to heaven. 

Why is it that men come to 
the cross? How do they get 
there? Why are you interested? 
Men come to the cross because 
God, the Holy Ghost leads them 
there. God reveals that on the 
cross, His Son died as the sub- 
stitute for all men. Christ died 
to pay for sin's guilt. God says 
that the cross is the only assur- 
ance, the only way to get to 
heaven. And men come to the 
cross only through the Word of 
God. Things that we consider 
truth may change; long accepted 
standards may be disproved; but 
the cross remains; God's Word 
remains an eternal verity, to be 
believed, trusted, and especially 
known. God says, "Heaven and 
earth shall pass away, but my 
Word shall not pass away." 

In His love and mercy, God 
has given that Word to you.

SWEET POTATO 
VARIETAL TESTS 

If you have a good memory, 
you may remember last winter 
when we were discussing the 
sweet potato variety trials, that 
Melvin Williams was going to 
conduct on his farm this year 
for the Extension Service. Last 
week I stopped by Melvin's to 
look at the plant beds of the 5 
varieties and to determine when 
they could be sent out. 

The leading sprout producer, 
in both number of sprouts and 
size of sorouts is the Porto Rica 
109 Strained. This is followed by 
V2158, which has produced 
probably just as many sprouts 
but are not quite as developed 
as the 109. The copper skinned 
Gold Rush and Centennial are 
next in sprout production,' being 
just -somewhat later than Porto 
Rica. Last in both numbers and 
in size is Nugget. 

Melvin tells me that he is go- 
ing to set the sprouts out this 
week, trying to get about 10 
rows of each of the 5 varieties 
so that his fellow sweet potato 
producers may be able to ob- 
serve them during the growing 
season, and also at Harvest time 
to be able to determine the best 
varieties for growing in the fu- 
ture. .

Justice Douglas Tells Graduates 
To Travel, Live in Other Lands 

By JOY HAKIM 

VntGINIA BEACH— Supreme Court Justice William 0. Douglas, speaking to the graduat- 
ing £lass at the Country Day School for Girls, called upon the young people of this country to 
travel and live in the under-developed nations of the world. 

"Only if you go, with your husbands and children, will we be able to meet the Soviet chal- 
lenge," he said. "If you don't 



go, we will loose by default." 
The soft-voiced jurist spoke 
before a large audience at the 
fourth Country Day School 
Commencement, Friday, at the 
Alan B. Shepard Convention 
Center. 

Describing our foreign policy 
Douglas said, "We have not 
been in tune with the emerging 
nations ... we have been too 
interested in getting military 
bases and propping up existing 
regimes." 

People, Not Money 
He made it clear that our bil- 
lions in Foreign Aid have done 
little good (by supporting feud- 
al societies we have just "made 



the rich richer") and that it is 
only through people and ideas 
that the battle of communism 
can be won. 

Since World War II we have 
voted only once for the inde- 
pendence of a nation (on March 
15, 1961 for the people of An- 
gola against Portugal), he noted. 
"Before that we voted against 
or abstained. We forgot the 
Declaration of Independence." 

"The bulk of the people in the 
world are colored people," 
Douglas said, and "these blacks, 
these browns, these yellows . . . 
want independence and equal- 
ity." 

His facts and figures were 



staggering. "The Chinese popu- 
lation is increasing at the rate 
of 15 million a year." In the life- 
time of the graduating class, he 
said, "there will be as many 
Chinese as there are people in 
the world today." 

The poverty facing these 
people and those of the other 
underdeveloped nations is "be- 
yond understanding." 

"The annual appropriation 
for the Pentagon is greater 
than the income of all the 
people of China.'' 
The solution "is not in the 
redistribution of the wealth of

The Unseen "Highway" 



There's a "highway", which amounts to 
one of the great transportation systems of 
world history, which few of us ever see, or 
so much as know about. It consists oftsome 
800,000 miles of intricately-laid under- 
ground petroleum and natural gas pipe- 
lines, carrying millions of gallons and cubic 
feet of low-cost energy fuel each day. The 
over-all length of these lines is the equival- 
ent of nearly two round trips to the moon. 

In fact, oil and gas are transported more 
swiftly and efficiently than ever before, 
no matter what agency of movement is 
used. The largest commercial U. S. ship 
ever built is an oil tanker of 1 06,500 tons. 
She recently completed her maiden voy- 



age, carrying a load of 20,356,000 gallons 
of heating oil and gasoline from Texas to 
New York. 

There has been comparable progress in 
land transport. A recent development is a 
"bulge-in-rhe-middle" design for rail cars, 
which permits a shell capacity of 30,000 
gallons per car, three times that of a con- 
ventional .tank car. Yet the car is only a 
FewHhches over 58 feet long. And pres- 
surized cars carry big quantities of liquefied 
petroleum gas. 

The whole idea is to get oil and its 
products to the consumer as quickly, ef- 
ficiently, and economically as human in- 
genuity allows. v 



Learning By Doing 



An old axiom says that the best way to 
learn is to do. And learning by doing is 
the cornerstone of the Junior Achievement 
Program. 

Junior achievement is a nation-wide 
program designed to acquaint high school 
students with business operations and prac- 
tices. The boys and girls involved gain 
knowledge of the free enterprise system by 
organizing and operating their own small- 
scale businesses. Each Junior Achievement 
company is guided by a team of advisers 
representing a sponsoring business firm. 
But their role is strictly one of guidance.

From all one can gather, knowledge of 
how the American system works and what 
it does for the masses of people is woefully 
short among our school population. Junior 
Achievement offers one way to make up 
this serious deficiency.

ern Republican straitjacket. I managed to 
save enough through the years to keep me 
away from the poor farm so I shut down 
and went fishing."

Risk and Responsibility 



The advocates of socialized electric pow- 
er, who seized upon the possibility of 
economical power generation from nuclear 
sources as a means of advancing toward 
their dream of a monolithic government 
monopoly in this all-impotant field, seem 
to have fallen upon evil days. 

The publicly-regulated, taxpaying, in- 
vestor-owned utility companies have totally 
demonstrated their resolve to make the 
most of the atom as a producer of power— 
and to back that resolve with their money, 
their -research facilities, and their know- 
how,. 

This has been # trial-and-error proposi- 
tion, A plan rrrfghf work or it might not 
work, the atom's mysteries had to be ex- 
plored, and the chance of failure accepted. 
That is still true — though the fount of 
kjww hjtjgt N« enormously increased in a 
very few years. 



A late— and extremely significant— de- 
velopment has been announced by the 
Atomic Energy Commission. It has approv- 
ed the construction, in Pennsylvania, of the 
world's first high temperature, gas cooled 
nuclear power pidnt. The cost will be $47.5 
million, and it will be underwritten by 53 
utility companies, representing every sec- 
tion of the country. 14 the hopes and ex- 
pectations are realized, this pioneer plant 
will greatly reduce the costs, and improve 
the efficiency, of power generation from 
nuclear sources. If they aren't -weli, then 
private enterprise will absorb its losses, as 
it always has and always will when ven- 
turing into new worlds of science and 
technology. 

The responsibility and the risks of pro- 
ducing competitive power from nuclear 
energy have been accepted by private 
enterprise. And that is precisely where 
they belong.

Crusading columnist seem to be a thing of the past, and far 
be it for me to even indicate that I might be one (I'm by natuue, 
a "go-alonger"), but here is a situation I feel must be brought 
before the public. 

The Virginia Beach-Princess Anne County Branch of the 
YWCA sponsors each year swimming classes for children. This 
is a relatively new branch. It has no YWCA center, no pool and 
no full-time instructor. So improvising all these facilities means 
a whopping job for the volunteer workers. 
THEY MUST LEARN! 

But teaching children in this area to swim is imperative. 
We are surrounded by water and the youngsters flock to any 
body of water like little ducks. Each summer children drown be- 
cause they don't know how to swim* The more fortunate families 
have access to pools where younger members may learn on their 
own, free from undertow and treacherous waves, but the majority 
must learn as best they can in the ocean. 

Virginia Beach's famous beach is something to be proud of 
and don't think for a minute I'm belittling it. But it definitely 
is not th^ptace~tb" learn to swim. 

The nearest inexpensive public water safety course is at the 
YMCA in Norfolk. The distance makes the once-a-day classes out 
of the question for most parents. 

This was the situation that spurred the local branch into 
sponsoring classes. But adequate facilities have been a great 
hindrance: The classes must be limited and hundreds are turned 
away. 

This year the classes are held at the Cavalier Hotel's indoor 
pool. The management made the pool available for a week and 
when you consider that this is one of the hotel's busiest months 
and the pocl and adjacent area is overrun with thrashing chil- 
dren and anxious mothers, this was a big-hearted move and 
much appreciated by the "Y" workers. 

Registration for the course was held last Thursday and the 
workers ended the day heartsick. So many children had to be 
turned away. Most of them had already obtained the required 
physical and permission from a doctor. 

"PLEASE, TEACH MY SON!" 

One mother pleaded with the workers to register her child. 
"I had two children. One 10, this one eight. The 10-year-old 
drowned. Won't you please teach my 8-year-old to swim." The 
worker, with tears in her eyes, turned the mother away. The 
classes were filled. 

Another mother hegged for help. Her husband had drowned 
a few months ago and she could not teach her child water safety 
because she could not swim. But the classes were filled. She, too, 
was turned away. 

It's a tragic situation and one that should not be ignored. 
The longer it takes the YWCA to find larger and more available 
pool facilities, the more children we lose by drowning 

I don't know the answer. If 1 were a crusader, I probably 
would. But I'm a mother and can appreciate the situation. A few 
years ago I watched two young brothers struggle for their lives 
in the ocean off 47th street. One had tried to save the other and 
both were caught by the undertow. Only the quick action of the 
Cavalier Park-Bay Colony Civic League life guard saved the boys 
from certain drowning. I can't forget that mothers frightened 
face as she watched her sons being pulled to shore. 

Several years ago water water safety classes were given in 
the ocean where children learned, from a Red Cross instructor. 
how to take care of himself in the rolling surf. But for full-scale 
swimftafig instruction, a pool available to the public is necessary. 
What is the answer?

the world ... mn, the problem 
is going to be solved, if it is 
solved, by Helping the people 
(of these nations) create for 
themselves the kind of society 
we have." 

Douglas deplored the Com- 
mon Market idea. "We are only 
building despair for the peoples 
of the world through our com- 
mon markets. If we exclude 
them (the under-developed na- 
tions) by a common market we 
will force them to sell to the 
Soviet bloc ... as we have done 
with Iceland and Finland." 

The justice urged the young 
people to travel, but not to stay 
in fancy hotels. "You must see 
and smell the village* in order 
to realize the depth of this 
problem." 

Praised Peace Corps 
The Peace Corps, he said, is 
symbolic of the thing we need. 
But every American who goes 
abroad to help should not be an 
employee of the State Depart- 
ment. We need Americans of all 
ranks to be sent by churches, 
clubs and other organizations, 
he said. 

"The Soviets are way ahead 
of us in foreign aid," Douglas 
stated. They can move into a 
country and provide doctors, 
nurses, teachers and engineers 
— all speaking the language and 
wjth a knowledge of the cul- 
ture and history of the country. 
In America, he said, "56% of 
the schools ... do not teach any 
foreign language." 

The need for help ; is monu- 
mental; Douglas cited Libya as 
an example. Five years ago, the 
nation had 5,000 students in all 
its schools. Today there are a 
quarter of a million in school in 
Libya, but it can provide only 
15% of the primary and second- 
ary teachers and none of the 
college teachers. Right now 
Libya needs at least 2,000 teach- 
ers. "How many can we sup- 
ply?" he asked. 

"There is adventure and ex- 
citement in Indonesia and India, 
in Argentina and Peru," . the 
well-traveled justice told his 
audience. "Therein lies the chal- 
lenge of this age and genera- 
tion." 

"Once we meet this compe- 
tition of the communists there 
will be no problem, because 
they have nothing to offer — 
we have freedom, liberty, 

equality and justice."

Douglas was introduced by

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Future of Care Program 
Outlined to Committee 



VIRGINIA BEACH — "New 
Horizons for CARE" was the 
topic of a speech by Wells Klein 
given at a meeting of the Vir- 
ginia CARE Committee Friday 
at the Cavalier Beach Club. 

Klein is Director of Program 
Development for CARE and has 
served with the agency since 
1951. He is currently resoonsible 
for the evaluation and imple- 
mentation of CARE proiects 
submitted from 32 countries 
aboard. Earlier he was CARE 
Mission Chief in Yugoslavia. 
Japan, Viet Nam, Laos, and 
Malta. He also served in various 
administrative capacities in the 
agency's New York headquar- 
ters. 

Klein told members of the 
committee that their newest 
service, CARE-MEDICO, is send- 
ing doctors to 10 underde- 
veloped nations. CARE merged 
with MEDICO last March. Klein 
recently made a tour of the 
overseas MEDICO facilities. The 
need for this service is compel- 
ling when one realizes that over 
one-half of the world's popula- 
tion have no access to medical 
care at all from the moment 
they are born until they die. 

This neV medical service of 
CARE is always on a physician- 
to-patient level. It is non-gov- 
ernmental, non - political and 
non-sectarian, as are all CARE 
programs. 

Klein also commented on the 
new and highly successful pro- 
grams jointly sponsored by the 
U. S. Peace Corps and CARE. 

Mrs. A. Paul Hartz, Chairman 
of the Virginia CARE Commit- 
tee conducted the meeting.

Astronaut Is 
Honored for 
First Flight 

HANOVER, N.H.— Dartmouth 
College, Sunday, June 10, con- 
ferred its honorary master of 
arts degree on Cmdr. Alan B. 
Shepard, Jr., of East Derry, 
N.H., America's first astronaut. 

Commander Shepard was one 
of seven honorary degree re- 
cipients at the combined bacca- 
laureate and commencement 
ceremonies here for some 600 
undergraduates. 

In his 'citation Darthmouth 
President John Sloan Dickey

"Alan Bartlett Shepard, Jr.,

that you are the son of a Dart- 
mouth man, Class of 1913.

Your May 5, 
1961 exploit was heroic because 
it was the kind of bravery that 
mattered greatly. It was a brav- 
ery in skill that gave new relev- 
ance to knowledge and opened 
unimagined realms as the ■ re- 
ward of effort.

FOODS FOR GROWING 
BOYS AND GIRLS 

Normal growth and develop- 
ment of the whole child are de- 
pendent on many factors, such 
as: inherited physical charac- 
teristics, home and family con- 
ditions, rest and sleep, activity, 
wholesome food, freedom from 
disease or infection. 

Each child follows an individ- 
ual growth pattern and it be- 
comes the responsibility of par- 
ents or others who serve as 
parents to provide an atmos- 
phere conductive to growth and 
the ingredients necessary for 
growth plus loving care and 
sympathetic supervision. 

Importance of wholesome 
food as a basic ingredient for 
normal growth has been recog- 
nized for many years. Studies 
have shown that the quality of 
the diet of the mother during 
pregnancy determines to a great 
extent the health and physical 
characteristics of the newborn 
baby. The baby thrives on foods 
selected to meet his special 
needs and becomes an active, 
robust child with ever increas- 
ing food requirements. Diet 
recommendations for individual 
children should only be made by 
a competent physician who^ is 
familiar with all conditions and 
should be followed faithfully. 
Every child should have a physi- 
cal examination once a year, 
dental check-ups twice a year 
and a varied, well-balanced diet 
every day in the year. 

Food Habits 

Effort should be made to 
establish taste for all good 
food. Food prejudices should be 
discouraged. In general, meals 
should be made simple, care- 
fully prepared and attractively 
served. Parents will find that if 
they eat the right food regularly 
the children are less likely to 
develop poor food habits. 

Suggested Daily Menu 

A Good Breakfast— fruit or 
fruit juice, cereal — whole grain 
or restored, milk, sugar; bread^ 
toast or rolls with butter; mm. 
or milk beverage (egg may be 
served for breakfast or at other 
meals). 

A Satisfying Lunch or Supper 
— soup or casserole dish; sand- 
wiches, rolls, butter; salad or 
raw vegetable strips; pudding or 
fruit dessert; cookies; milk. 

A Substantial Dinner — Meat, 
poultry, or fish; potato or sub- 
stitute; cooked vegetable; salad 
or raw vegetable strips; bread, 
butter; dessert, milk. 



Between Meals or Before Bed 
Snack— Fruit, plain crackers or 
ready-to-eat cereals with milk. 



AMOUNT OF FOOD WE EAT 

Fifteen hundred pounds a 
year, 4 pounds a day — that's the 
amount of food we eat. It's a 
figure that, according to food 
experts, has stayed about the 
same for years and years. We 
eat just about the same number 
of pounds per year now as we 
did 10, 20, or 30 years ago. 

All this would seem to say 
that our stomachs are pretty 
inflexible. We eat just so much 
food and no more. We aren't 
about to expand our personal 
food consumption. 

This could lead to the in- 
evitable conclusion that the only 
way to . change the amount of 
food we buy, sell, or use is to 
change the number of people we 
fed. Sounds pretty grim doesn't 
it? If we were to ruir short of 
present foods, only fewer 
mouths would help. If further 
surpluses arise, only more 
mouths will help. 

Yet, there's a flaw in this 
thinking. Actually, we have the 
most flexible food supply imag- 
inable. It could be stretched to 
feed many millions more 
mouths. It could, if we really 
wished, be contracted to feed 
fewer than we now are. 

One secret of this built-in 
flexibility is the meat we eat. 
Any time you have an area or 
country that eats a lot of meat, 
you have tremendous stretch in 
your food supply. You see, when 
a steer, chicken, hog, or sheep 
eats corn, wheat or oats, it's 
eating for two reasons: it eats 
to stay alive and it eats to put 
on weight and fat. 

If we were short of food, that 
grain now going to keep ani- 
mals alive could just as easily 
be. used to keep us alive. For 
example; every pound of beef we 
eat represents 8 pounds of feed. 
Of course, part of this may be 
grass, or hay, feed we couldn't 
eat; but much Of it is grain, 
feed we could eat All this grain 
fed to animals would, if neces- 
sary, feed many more people.

The man hadn't asked for 
much. Just a few dimes, he had 
said, to get a bite to eat so the 
hunger pangs would go away 
quid let him get some sleep. He 
had a job promised for tomor- 
row and he wanted to be ready 
for it. 

The good companion, who 
had thus been approached for 
help, took the man by the arm 
and slowly walked him to a 
nearby restaurant where he or- 
dered a substantial meal, with 
all the trimmings, and waited to 
make certain that it was all 
eaten. 

The good companion's friend, 
whose conversation had been in- 
terrupted by this man's plea for 
help, waited impatiently; and, 
when the good companion re- 
joined him, asked acidly why he 
had not just dismissed the needy 
one with a gift, if he must be 
bothered with him at all. 

The good companion turned, 
and with a smile of deep under- 
standing and sympathy, told his 
younger friend, "Ya gotta feel 
it, son, if it's to have any real 
meaning in it." 

Perhaps this points to one of 
the "escapes" men employ to- 
il day in order to avoid what is 
regarded as the unpleasant feel- 
ings of concern, sympathy, and 
personal responsibility. Some- 
how, something very meaning- 
ful has been missed when a 
person's response to the needs 
of his fellowman is always 
channeled through national 
drives, socialized programs, gov- 
ernment give-aways, and de- 
tached programs of mercy. 

This is not to. imply that all 
•uch drives, charitable activities, 
etc., are not needed and effec- 
tive; it is to say that the mean- 
ing of these for the individual 
is completely lost if one escapes 



the personal feeling of respons- 
ibility by giving to such pro- 
grams instead of giving through 
the programs. In short, "Ya got- 
ta feel it, son, if it's to have any 
real meaning in it." 

Some of the sharpest blasts 
Jesus leveled- ,at his contempor- 
aries were leveled against that 
segment which made such a pub- 
lic display of, their religion, but 
lifted their garments and walked 
the other side of the road rather 
than personally confront the 
pUjfht of a fellow human being. 
They wanted to be known as 
persons of a religious reputa- 
tion, but they didn't want the 
personal commitment and par- 
ticipation that went with it. 

Seen in this light, one begins 
to understand why peace and 
goodwill will escape this world 
so long as men think these can 
be had without personal commit- 
ment. 

"And the King shall answer 
and say unto them, Verily I say 
unto you, Inasmuch as ye have 
done it unto one of the least of 
these my brethren, ye have done 
it unto me."

veloped back yard space can be 
changed into an attractive oat* 
door family area. Privacy from 
neighbors can be obtained with 
planting! ' or fencing. Trees 
properly located will give shade. 
After the rear area is en- 
closed, space will be available 
for family entertainment or 
recreation. Develop one area as 
a sitting area and furnish it 
with appropriate furniture. The 
logical place for such a sitting 
area is often next to the house, 
so there can be a direct transi- 
tion from the indoor living 
space to the outdoor living 
space. . 

The surface of the outdoor 
sitting area may be paved with 
brick, flangstone, or concrete. 
Shade may be* provided by a 
well located shade tree or an 
aluminum covering. A wood 
structure covered with vine can 
also be used. 

If a good shade tree is 
available in the backy 
can' become the center 
sitting area instead of a 
near the house. 

The area near the sitting area 
will probably be in grass. 
Around the perimeter of the 
yard there should be some type 
of screen or enclosure, hi front 
of this enclosure, group plans 
to create an attractive overall 
picture. Develop a focal point 
which becomes the center of at- 
tention. The way in which the 
plant material is grouped and 
located can be made to lead the 
eye to the major point of in- 
terest. 

This focal point may be a 
pool, a piece of garden sculp- 
ture, a bench, a speciman plant, 
or an interesting and colorful 
grouping of plant material. 
Many outdoor areas lack inter- 
est or meaning because a cen- 
tral focal point has not been de- 
veloped. 

Ideas on how to develop this 
outdoor space can be found in 
current magazines. Landscape' 
nurserymen or landscape archi- 
tects are available to help home- 
owners develop ideas, or furnish 
imaginative ideas for converting 
dull and uninteresting back 
yards into areas suitable far 
gracious living.

adapted for growing pasture 
juid hay. Labor needs for a cow 
herd are low. 

Steer production Is another 
matter. The steer needs good 
grass and he doesn't peed to 
spend a lot of effort getting it. 
Nor should there be any periods 
of short grass. 

Winter roughage used for 
steers should be of the finest 
quality. In addition, steers re- 
quire a small amount of grain 
for profitable wintering. Labor 
requirements are not high with 
stocker steers, but the capital 
investment is moderate. 

With a cow herd, once the 
initial investment is made there 
is no need for refinancing. With 
steers, a capital outlay is need- 
ed in growing steers. A small 
error in judgment in manage- 
ment can wipe out the entire 
year's profit A person handling 
steers should be able to see 
trouble a long time before it 
arrives. Considerable experience 
needed in buying and 
when handling steers. 

Study all these requirements 
carefully, think about the entire 
situation, about your resources 
and your abilities when con- 
sidering switching from one 
class of cattle to another. 



PlRE BLIGHT CAN BE 
REAL TROUBLE MAKER 

Fire blight, a bacterial di- 
sease, can be a real trouble- 
maker for the green - thumbed 
home owner. 

This disease attacks apples, 
pears, and several Ornamental 
plants, and' is found in all areas 
of Virginia. Often it is serious 
on fruit trees in the "backyard 
orchard." 

Yellow transparent apple 
trees are very susceptible to fire 
blight. The disease in some 
areas has caused medium-sized 
trees to die. This is especially 
true when no attempt is made" 
to control the disease. Pears and 
most apples, are susceptible, 
, especially if the weather is wet 
at blossoming time. 

Fire blight can be recognized 
by the black dead twigs and

Improper - disposal of dead 
birds can cause large losses to 
poultrymen. If not handled 
properly, diseased birds can be 
a source of infection td otheV 
birds and flocks. 

Dead birds should be immedi- 
ately put in a disposal pit or 
burned in an incinerator. Ob- 
vious culls or birds too sick to 
recover should be killed and dis- 
posed of in like manner.

House Around a Garden 

A distinguished architect's solution for the too-public backyard 



BY EDWARD DURELL STONE

As time has passed, the area of land available 
. for housing has dwindled in many suburban 
towns, as it did in the cities before them, until now 
we often attempt to have an individual dwelling on a 
50 x 100 lot. With the current enthusiasm for out- 
door living this means that houses opening widely to 
terraces have no privacy. Your neighbor's life is 
perforce conducted within 20 or 30 feet of your 
own — you can hear the steak sizzling on his charcoal, 
the door slamming behind his child. 

My solution is to build the house around a garden 
room or atrium. This room can be lighted from 
above and in turn open on one side to the out-of- 
doors. It can have air, planting, and fountains, and 
do away with space-consuming hallways. As the 
photographs show, the all-weather garden room can 
be a dominating feature, alive the way every garden 
is, with light and air and growing things, and in addi- 
tion The further charm of privacy will be restored. 

In the past, it was difficult to make top lighting 
practical, as skylights were usually leaky and accu- 
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mulated dirt. Today, however, with the advent of 
plastic, and perfected waterproofing, an interior gar- 
den, lighted from above, employing plastic bubbles, 
can be a charming and useful element. All my houses 
are now planned according to this principle. Recently 
I did one in Texas, enclosed by high walls and all the 
rooms open to courtyards; all the floors are white 
marble. There is a swimming pool within the house, 
too. Masonry, marble floors, the use of fountains, 
lagoons, courtyards, enclosed gardens — all these are 
characteristic of my present work. 

In designing such houses it is my hope to provide 
a client with a beautiful building, and above all, one 
that he will be able to live in contentedly, under 
today's crowded- and strenuous conditions.

Once private, Westporfs spectacular Longshore Club Park is now open to all — and the 



ON the sunny morning of Saturday, Sep- 
tember 5, 1959, a day I'm not likely to for- 
get, I received a telephone call. 

The caller was Herbert E. Baldwin, First Se- 
lectman of the Town of Westport, Connecticut. 
My town, 50 miles from New York City, of which 
it was rapidly becoming a suburb. 

Since I had served for six years on the town's 
Board of Finance, Mr. Baldwin was calling to tell 
me that the Longshore Country Club might pos- 
sibly be available for purchase. He was deeply 
interested in even a mere possibility. Longshore 
was a beautiful spot along Connecticut's lovely 
shore, which had long been a kind of enclave, a 
privately, owned club.- The town would dearly 
love to own it. Would I be good enough to look 
into this rumor, discreetly, and report back to 
him? I said I would. 

Longshore contained 191 acres on Long Island 
Sound, a large clubhouse with restaurants, bars, 
locker rooms, 19 bedrooms, an 18-hole golf 
course, seven tennis courts, a beach, senior and 
junior swimming pools, 54 cabanas, boating facili- 
ties, 11 summer-rental cottages, and seven or 
eight other houses and apartments equipped for 
year-round use. Quite a package! 

I won't bore you with the details of the nego- 
tiations. They took four and a half months and 
were difficult. At first, the owner didn't want to 
sell at all. Following several months of persuasion, 
he was ready to listen, but for $3,000,000! 



After innumerable meetings and endless Ori- 
ental rug-trading, we finally got the price down to 
one I liked and thought the town would, too: 
$1,925,000. 

But we weren't yet out of the woods. I still had 
to have an option. "Option?" asked the owner. 
"What option? Bring me the money." 

I pointed out that he wasn't selling to an indi- 
vidual with millions in the bank; he was selling to 
a town, and it had many legal procedures with 
which we had to comply. We needed at least 30 
days to clear it through town machinery, to say 
nothing of building up town interest through the 
newspaper, word of mouth, and so on. 

All I could get from him was 17 days. But one 
great Friday night I raced to the train with my 
homemade option signed and reposing warmly in 
my pocket. I felt nine feet tall. 

Next morning I met with the town fathers. We 
were all jubilant. Although a 17-day limitation 
was tight, perhaps impossible, we did some figur- 
ing and decided to try it. As it turned out, the 
most important thing we did that morning was 
to phone Elwood Allen of the Elwood Allen Or- 
ganization in Bennington, Vermont, possibly the 
country's greatest expert on the planning of pub- 
lic recreation facilities. 

He was so interested in our story, he flew right 
down in his private plane and spent the better 
part of three days studying Westport's existing 
recreation facilities and the attractions of the 



Longshore Gub. The upshot of his report: the 
greatest facility he'd ever seen available to a 
town of our kind. And in a confidential aside, he 
said, "If you guys don't buy this, you're crazy!" 
Various volunteers got to work to assemble 
data for the case I was to present to the town au- 
thorities and the townspeople. In quick succes- 
sion 1 , we won approval of the Board of Selectmen, 
the Planning and Zoning Commission, and the 
Board of Finance. The pay-off was the presenta- 
tion to Westport's Representative Town Meeting, 
a legislative phenomenon which in larger New 
England towns replaces the outgrown Town Meet- 
ing. Nevertheless, this one turned out to be more 
like an old-fashioned Town Meeting. A huge 
crowd grabbed every seat — early. An unprece- 
dented overflow tucked itself around the edges. 

The staff and committee work had been ex- 
cellent. Allen's report was powerful. My pres- 
entation lasted almost two hours and was replete 
with facts, figures, charts, graphs, and a big map 
of the beautiful club- ^^ 

The presentation itself fell naturally into three 
parts. I began by phrasing their first question: 
"You're probably wondering why we need Long- 
shore:' I pointed out that, although the town was 
a privileged community and everybody owned 
some grass and trees, there were other reasons foi 
having a park. As the Allen report made clear, 
Westport was actually underequipped with park

facilities. We didn't have enough tennis courts; 
we had no public golf course, and in these and 
other ways the town fell below the standards of 
the National Recreation Association for com- 
munities of our size, to say nothing of our income 
level, which is high. This greatly surprised the 
audience. Like a lot of other suburbs in recent 
years, we'd been asleep while the town had grown. 
I also pointed out that shore-front land was 
scarce and getting scarcer, that the town had 
sadly missed opportunities to buy a nine-hole 
golf club some years before and several tracts 




along the. water that had been gobbled up by 
developers. Furthermore, if Longshore were ever 
sold to a builder, we could expect a hundred or 
more houses to sprout there, with up to 250 chil- 
dren dumped on the town, bringing with them the 
need to build a new million-dollar school. In our 
town, moreover, any family (average 2.3 chil- 
dren) that lived in a house selling for less than 
$50,000 actually cost the town money in educa- 
tion, police, fire, and other services. Our God- 
given location on Long Island Sound, our excel- 
lent schools, beaches, boating facilities, and air- 
conditioned commuting all made our town almost 
too attractive to big-city immigrants. Unwittingly, 
they added a financial burden to the rest of us 
jghen they chose Westport ^, . . . 

The second question I also phrased right out 
of their own thoughts: "Can the town afford 
this clubT My answer was that the town could not 
afford to pass it up. I singled out several promi- 
nent realtors in the audience. I asked them to tell 
the crowd what shore-front property was worth 
these days. By luck, one announced she had just 
sold a piece of land on the shore that week for 
$25,000. Another, who was then developing 26 
acres of waterfront property, told the gasping pop- 
ulace he was getting $15,000 and $20,000 an acre. 
So I pointed out that even as a real-estate invest- 
ment, the thing was cheap at the price. Moreover, 
it was getting more valuable every minute that I 



stood there. And so were their houses. 

The third question I knew the audience was 
pondering was: "How can we pay for thisT* I was 
ready with a properly endorsed plan for a $2,000,- 
000 bond issue, repayable over 20 years. It would 
add to the town budget only $150,000 a year for 
interest and amortization. 

For a man with a $25,000 house this figured 
out to only $15 a year more in taxes. Others 
would pay proportionately. 

So much for the cost of acquisition. The oper- 
ating expenses were another matter. We had 
guesstimated that the club would cost somewhat 
more than $200,000 a year to run. This included 
salaries, upkeep, repairs and supplies, utilities, and 
minor items. However, by our calculations, the 
income from the sale of family-admission wind- 
shield stickers, golf permits and greens fees, ten- 
nis permits and fees, rentals, income from res- 
taurants and bars, and other sources, would prob- 
ably fully pay these annual running expenses. 

Anyway, it was my belief and that of my com- 
„ mittee that the town could well afford to treat 
itself to Longshore and could comfortably pay for 
it. I also pointed out that it was time that the 
Westport father got a break. He worked hard, 
sweated much, took a round trip of 100 miles 
a day for the privilege, and richly deserved a little 
golf or tennis if he could squeeze it in. 

After very few objections, the meeting, in sol- 
emn conclave assembled, voted 38 to to buy 
Longshore. 

All of us took it as a great triumph and the 
pay-off of months of hard work. My wife and I 
had delayed leaving until mat very night for a 
Caribbean vacation. We'd packed the car with 
our bags, hired an off-duty patrolman lo drive us 
to the airport, kissed the family, put out the cat, 
and gone to the meeting. Accordingly, after the 
vote was announced and the entire assemblage 
rose to applaud its own magnificent decision, we 
strode up the aisle, through the lobby and into 
the car, whose door was being held by the cop. 

My work, though, was really just starting. 
Selectman Baldwin asked me to stay on and head 
up a committee to transform the club into a pub- 
lic park. Having already made so hefty an invest- 
ment of hope and hard work, I agreed. 

In February, I set to work with my trusty ex- 
ecutive committee (I called them my Longshore- 
men) and seven other committees we put to- 
gether— 43 dedicated specialists in all. According 
to the purchase terms, we weren't taking title till 
April 14th. What's more, we couldn't set foot on 
the property until we did take title. At the same 
time, I was most anxious that we not miss the 
beautiful spring and summer season, the best, of 
course, for a club park in our location. 

We set ourselves an opening date of May 20th, 
so we had about five weeks to do the job. In those 
five weeks we hired 34 people, wrote the public 
policies of the park, drafted all the regulations, 
set the admission and sports fees, and held public

■ the long, hot summer is the season of the long, cod drink, 
and with just a little imagination anyone can come up 
with an array of drinks, coolly colorful and delicately 
flavored, as refreshing to eye as they are to the palate.

until you're ready to use it. Or for added fruit flavor, sweeten drinks with 
the sirup drained from canned fruits. Garnish your drinks with slices of 

citrus fruits or with corkscrew curls of peel cut from limes, lemons, 
or oranges. Sticks of fresh fruit such as pineapple, mint leaves frosted 
with sugar, maraschino cherries (red or green), and slices of cool cucumber are 
other final touches exceptionally well-suited to summer coolers. And 
to achieve the kind of professional look you see in the drinks opposite, 
prepared at the Four Seasons, you'll find an electric blender and ice 

chopper invaluable aids. To make the assortment complete, we've 

planned some of these drinks as aperitifs, others as after-dinner coolers,

Your hair, skin, and face need extra care now to prevent 
punishment from sun and water. Here, from top to toes, 
are a few simple tips for protecting the outdoor girl. 

Starting from the top: Overdoses of bright sun will deplete 
natural oils and make the hair streaked, strawlike, and 
brittle. Protect it with a light, airy kerchief (heavy, tightly 
tied ones block ventilation), a pretty beach hat, or a good 
hairdressing or conditioning cream which acts like a mois- 
ture screen to help keep the hair from drying. Brush daily 
and always have brittle ends trimmed before a new perma- 
nent. Be sure to rinse hair after swimming to rid it of any 
residue of chemicals, salt stickiness, or sand. Use the lighter 
sprays, and even these sparingly. A lanolin-based or other 
nondrying type will help condition your hair as well as keep 
it neatly in place during romps on the beach. Always keep 
tinted hair covered on the beach. The sun can lift color 
several shades — and please, never swim in a pool without 
a cap. Pool chemicals can pale tinted hair greenish. 

Your face, though free from winter's heavy make-up and 
glowing with the beginnings of a heavenly tan, still needs a 
lot of looking after. For a bloom, not a burn, don't go into 

'the sun without first applying a sun-tanning preparation. Any 
of the good oils, solutions, lotions, or creams will do the 
trick. Their effectiveness in protecting your skin and giving 
you a pretty tan depends on just how much sun-screening 
agent they contain, and the amount you apply. For you 
who love the out-of-doors but can't take sun, there are 
sun-block preparations which stop all the ultraviolet rays. 
The eye area, the dryest and most delicate of your whole 
face, must be protected at all times from bright sun. To 

Wtwoid squint lines and sun puffing, pick good quality sun- 
glasses with lenses that give ample coverage. You might look 
into some of the enormous new wraparounds that will protect 
you, come what may. Also, lubricate your eye area well — 
and regularly — with a rich eye cream. Another important 

.summer beauty accessory is lip pomade, which should be 
worn under an ample application of creamy lipstick (or all 
by itself) while you are sunbathing.

minutes, go over all exposed areas with a good sun-tanning 
preparation — you need complete and thorough coverage for 
an even tan. Reapply it every few hours to make up for 
dissipation by sand and water. Remember that those sensitive 
and most exposed areas of your body need more frequent 
application of tanning aids: forehead, tip of nose and shoul- 
ders, top of cheekbones, top of feet, and back of neck. Watch 
out you don't get an overdose of sun when it's at its strongest 
(between 10 a.m. and 2 p.m.); even a big beach hat or 
umbrella won't protect you from the reflected glare of sun 
on water — and don't be fooled by a hazy day. The sun can 
burn through haze. 

When you've come in from a day in the sun, use a body 
lubricant to further counteract drying effects. Slather 
it on; it will help, and it'll make you feel good, too. And, to 
look like an outdoor girl instead of a paleface while you're 
starting your tan, try one of the tinted sun-tanning aids. 

Your feet, mostly bare right now, or in the merest sugges- 
tion of a sandal, take their greatest punishment in the sum- 
mer. To counteract dryness and improve your summer foot 
complexion, lubricate your feet with an application of baby 
oil or a rich hand or body cream. Massage it deeply into the 
insteps, soles, heels, even the surface around toenails. Leave 
it on to work overtime at calluses and "pump bumps."

One thing about golfers — they make the most happy 
travelers if they can just find a championship course 
at a safe distance from the guidebooks, museums, and 
monuments. And what courses you can find, right outside 
most of the world's great cities! 

It's only fair to warn you that, while some of these 
courses are public, many are not, so you should go pre- 
pared with a letter of introduction from your club man- 
ager or a handicap certificate to make sure you get all the 
courtesies of a club. 

If you're going to Scotland, you will undoubtedly want 
to try St. Andrews, the oldest and still one of the toughest 
of all courses. With the wind changing direction about 
every half hour, this course calls for ingenuity, and you'll 
soon understand why great golfers can never forget bunkers 
such as the Principal's Nose and Ginger Beer and The 
Coffin (originally carved out by sheep huddling against 
the dunes to get out of the biting wind). 

On the other side of the world, Kasumigaseki, Japan's 
finest, is 40 miles from Tokyo and has some of the most 
formidable traps in the world, as well as pretty (and rug- 
ged ) girl caddies, and two fairways — one for summer and 
one for winter. 

Along the same route, you should go a round at the 
Royal Hong Kong Club, if only to claim, when you're 
back among your cronies, that you sliced one off towards

Red China (three and a half miles away, across 
die 17th hole). Founded in 1889, the club is rem- 
iniscent of much that was charming about 19th- 
century sport. Witness the two clubhouses (one 
for men and one for women), the antique dues of 
.$5 a month, the cows grazing across the greens, 
and the pagoda for refreshments at the 10th tee. 

If you're touring Canada, detour long enough 
for a game in the Rockies, at Banff Springs. The 
views of glaciers, mountains, lakes, and forests 
that greet you at each tee are magnificent. 

No golfer's trip to Rio de Janeiro would be 
complete without a visit to Gavea, set between the

mountains and the sea; 10 miles from Copacabana 
Beach. Gavea, also the name of the mountain, 
means "crow's nest" and sports nine holes up and 
over the foothills, five holes along the ocean, and 
the last four back into the hills. 

To mention but a few of the loveliest courses 
in Europe — Saint-Cloud, a half hour from Paris, 
is a gentle park course set among large old trees 
with a wide-verandaed clubhouse that is the ren- 
dezvous of many of the fashionable international 
set. In Lisbon, you can play at Estoril most of the 
year, though the favorite months are from Sep- 
tember to May, a real boon to the inveterate 



player. Estoril has grand views of gardens, villas, 
mountains, and the sea. In Belgium, the Royal 
Antwerp is still outstanding — and tough. 

Until recently Italians didn't go in much for 
the sport, but now you will find several links near 
Rome. The newest and most spectacular is Olgiata, 
IS miles out, where the fairways sweep around 
close to Etruscan ruins. Up the coa&W at St. Remo, 
you can play at Gli Ulivi, named after the impres- 
sive, classic olive trees that dot the course. 

As you see, there's no reason in the world why 
a man must miss his golf, just because his wife 
wants to take a trip abroad.

GENERAL 
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A Maine Guide Looks at 



Don't rough it any more then you have to, is this 



Your tent is your most vital item. Don't skimp on it. 



During the next few weeks millions of families 
from the cities and suburbs will take to the 
woods and get away from their daily routine by 
engaging in one of our fastest-growing national 
pastimes — camping. 

Most of these families will enjoy themselves 
and will return home refreshed. But let me make 
one prediction. Thousands will be just plain miser- 
able. They'll spend most of their waking hours 
doing their daily chores the hard way. 

There's really no reason for such a struggle. 
After all, vacations are for rest and recreation. 
Most of the problems the suburban Daniel Boone 
will encounter can be solved by applying a stand- 
ard backwoods commodity — common sense. A 
well-thought-out plan before you leave home, plus 
the right equipment, will save you time and work. 



Shelter: The most basic piece of equipment is 
the tent. Your choice will naturally depend on the 
size of your family as well as the size of your 
budget. Actually, any tent you buy will have to be 
a compromise. My family of four use a 9' x 12' 
umbrella tent. This allows us each 27 square feet 
of floor space — a good average area. But even this 
is a compromise with us. My daughter and wife 
sleep on cots while my son and 1 use sleeping bags 
on the ground. During the day the sleeping bags 
are rolled under the cots to allow use of the floor 
area for other purposes. On a hiking or canoe trip, 
however, this tent would be too large and too heavy 
to be carried easily. 

Whatever your choice, buy the best you can 
afford even if you have to forego other equipment. 
You can always add the luxury items later. 



The camp fire: Even with today's modern 
camping stoves, the ability to build a campfire is 
almost indispensable. There are certain blessings 
of wood fires that the best mechanical equipment 
cannot provide. A gasoline stove can't dry cloth- 
ing, it can't heat an open tent and, most important, 
it's less cheerful than a campfire. 

Woodsmen generally agree that the best tinder 
is the bark of the white birch. It burns readily 
because of its oil content. Peeling the bark won't 
kill a tree but it will disfigure it. Always try to 
locate a dead birch or a fallen tree trunk or branch. 
When you've gathered kindling and tinder, the 
secret of starting the Are is to keep the weight of 
the kindling from crushing the tinder. If air cannot 
reach the tinder, you'll have no fire. This is the 
source of trouble for many fire builders.

veteran woodsman s advice BY BILL RIVIERE 



Never build a larger fire than you need. 
Always clear away pine needles, twigs, and 
litter from the fire area, and when the fire 
is built never leave it untended. When 
you've finished with your fire, put it out 
completely. 

Stoves: While it's true that no stove can 
replace a campfire for cheeriness and 
warmth, a modern camp stove is as efficient 
and almost as easy to use as a new kitchen 
range, and it's essential for bad weather. 
Probably more gasoline-burning stoves are 
sold than any other kind. Next in popularity 
are stoves burning pressurized LP (liquid 
petroleum) or propane gas. For general 
camping, the two- and three-burner models 
are ideal. 

Cooking in camp: On a car camping 
trip your choice of foods is limited only by 
your ability as a cook around a campfire 
or a camp stove. Preparing a list of supplies 
for a week's camping trip is not much dif- 
ferent from doing a week's shopping at your 
local supermarket. 

There's no good reason why meals 
shouldn't be as good in camp as at home. If 
you keep your menus simple, you'll find 
food served out-of-doors takes on a new 
flavor. There are many good cookbooks for 
campers available at most local libraries. 

New campers often make the mistake of 
bringing into camp household utensils that 
aren't suitable for cooking outside the 
house. After a couple of weeks in camp

they're no longer fit for use. Thin aluminum 
gets dented, wooden handles are charred, 
pots are blackened, glass units are cracked 
and chipped. It's better, and more econom- 
ical, to buy utensils designed especially for 
camp use. 

Wide-bottomed coffeepots, camp broil- 
ers, cast-iron Dutch ovens, long-handled 
griddles and frying pans are usually carried 
in stock by your local camping-equipment 
dealer or hardware store. 

Sleeping gear: The camp cot is a basic 
item of sleeping gear, it should be collaps- 
ible, of course, but don't buy a cheap one 
lest it collapse when it shouldn't. In buying 
a cot, be sure that all the joints and hinges 
are well-reinforced and that all rivets are 
tight. Cots are luxuries, but if there's room 
in your car or trailer take one along for each 
camper. It makes camping more pleasant 
if you don't have to sleep on the ground. 

A camp cot is a cold bed unless you have 
as much insulation under you as above. 
Worn-out blankets discarded from home 
use are never "good enough for camping." 
If your budget won't allow for a summer 
sleeping bag remember that a worn blanket 
won't provide you with much insulation. 
If you must take blankets from home, take 
the best you own, even at the risk of soiling 
them. They can always be dry cleaned. 

A final bit of advice: Don't expect perfec- 
tion of yourself as a camper. Take it easy 
and you'll have a great time.

Chefs Note: Cooking times and distances from 
coals in these recipes are given only as a guide. The 
final judgment must be that of the outdoor chef and 
will vary with the type of grill, the intensity of the 
heat, and the direction of the wind. 

MARINATED BLACK PEPPER STEAK 

The amount of crushed peppercorns used on this steak 
depends entirely on personal taste. As a guide, try 
two teaspoon fuls for each side of a large steak. 

Purchase a sirloin steak, cut IVi to 2 in. thick. 
(Allow V* to 1 lb. per person.) Put steak in a large, 
shallow pan and cover with Steak Marinade; allow 
to marinate several hours or overnight, turning oc- 
casionally. Before grilling, remove steak from mari- 
nade and press coarsely crushed peppercorns lib- 
erally into both sides of steak.

Each guest spears on his fork 
a bite-sized piece of bread (through the soft side and 
securely into the crust), dips it into the fondue, stirs 
around the pot once or twice, lifts it gut with a twirl- 
ing motion . . . and eats! To keep the fondue at 
proper consistency, someone should be stirring at 
all times and scraping the bottom with the crust of 
his bread. According to Swiss tradition, a lady who 
loses her bread in the fondue forfeits a kiss; a gentle- 
man who loses his piece buys a bottle of wine.

A garden wedding 

is all romance— on a firm 
foundation of common sense

IF you want a picturesque garden wedding, and if you 
live in a reliable climate, you can proceed Ughtheartedly 
with your plans. Even if your climate is unpredictable, a 
garden wedding can still be yours, as we shall see. 

Supposing you have the advantage of a reliable climate, 
the first thing to do is to choose the spot for the altar. A 
large and handsome tree might form the setting, or a tall 
hedge, a stone wall edged with blossoming plants, an arbor 
at the end of a grassy vista, or a mass of flowering shrubs. 
Whatever you decide, choose a spot where the sun will not 
shine in the eyes of the guests and where there is adequate 
lawn space to accommodate them. If there is no ideal spot 
for an altar convenient to the necessary lawn area, ^ 
arbor, twined with green vines, may easily be erected. 

You will need a table covered with a white cloth to 
serve as a temporary altar and a kneeling bench with white 
cushions. Your clergyman will advise you as to what other 
accessories may be needed for the service of your faith. 

It is often advisable to have a heavy white canvas runner 
to form an aisle for the processional. But be sure that it is 
firmly stretched in place. At a wedding I went to last sum-

mer, the runner was not anchored and bridesmaids and 
bride made a wobbly approach as their heels caught in 
the loose canvas. One other point — be sure that there is 
a firm surface for the wedding party in front of the altar. 
Nothing undermines dignity like the feeling that one is 
gradually tipping over backward as spike heels sink in soft 
and clinging ground. 

If your garden is not looking its very best at the time set 
for the wedding, don't despair. Flowering plants in pots 
can be sunk in the flower beds to create a fine display of 
foliage and color. 

If the lawn is large enough, folding chairs may be set 
ftit in rows for the guests, leaving an aisle in the center. 
When chairs are provided, the procedure is exactly the 
same as in a church, with the ushers conducting guests to 
their places. 

When there are no chairs, the guests simply stand where 
they choose, leaving the area nearest the altar for the fam- 
ilies and close friends of the bridal couple. Of course, 
when the guests are not to be seated, the function of the 
ushers is purely honorary — and decorative! 



After the ceremony, when the bridegroom has kissed his 
bride, the couple turn toward the guests and receive their , 
good wishes where they were married. The ushers and 
the best man withdraw, leaving only the bride's attendants 
to form the receiving line. For this reason, it is important 
to plan beforehand so that the bridesmaids may turn where 
they stand without any hasty shuffling of places. 

At a garden wedding the bride's mother, with the 
. bridegroom's mother beside her, has greeted the guests 
as they arrive, and thus no parents' receiving line is neces- 
sary. However, the four parents will naturally stand near 
the bridal party and speak to friends as they approach 
the receiving line. 

What will you wear? Because cathedral trains are not 
only unwieldy but also too formal for house or garden 
weddings, you will probably wish to wear a gown with a 
short train or with none at all — in other words, ballerina 
length. And as the style of your gown determines what all 
the rest of the wedding party will wear, your bridegroom 
and his attendants will either be in striped trousers and

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Oxford gray jackets, or dark busi- 
ness suits. If the weather is really 
warm, they may wear gray worsted 
trousers and white linen jackets, or 
all-white tropical-worsted suits. 

Incidentally, if you are going to 
have a face veil, let me tell you of 
a garden wedding at which, just as 
the maid of honor had lifted the 
young bride's veil and the bride 
turned to receive her husband's 
kiss, a breeze blew the veil back 
over her face. She again turned to 
her maid of honor and again the 
breeze was uncooperative. This 
happened three times before the 
frustrated bridegroom was able to 
kiss his bride. 

Had she had a single row of fine 
pearl beading to weight the edge of 
the veil, this contretemps could 
have been avoided. 

The lesson of the face veil ap- 
plies also to tablecloths. Be sure 
that weights are invisibly stitched 
to the hems so that they will not 
blow about. 

It is essential, even in the small- 
est garden, to have seats for 
elderly guests who would find 
standing too tiring. In addition, 
and depending upon the number of 
guests, there must be at least two 
large serving tables — one for food 
and one for punch or champagne 
or whatever beverage is to be 
served, with attendants to replenish 
supplies. All that is necessary is a 
beverage, little sandwiches, and 
small cakes, although a complete 
wedding breakfast may be served 
if everyone is seated. 5 

Where rain is a possibility, you 
must of course plan an alternate 



place for the ceremony. Because 
gardens usually accommodate more 
guests than houses do, one good 
alternative is to have the service^ 
on a covered terrace or porch with 
a large connecting marquee on the 
adjoining lawn to protect the guests. 

Even in rainless climates such a 
marquee can be useful for shade or 
as a windbreak. At my daughter's 
wedding which took place in July, 
we had had no rain since April 
and were gloomily certain that it 
would rain on the day. ,We there- 
fore had a canopy erected over our 
westward-facing terrace. Although 
it fortunately did not rain, the sun 
shone with its usual ferocity, and 
the shade of the canopy was most 
welcome. 

Of course, as you may know, 
you can insure against rain at a 
moderate premium, if you wish, 
thus obtaining some small solace. 

Music at a garden wedding may 
consist of a single accordionist or, 
in addition, you may wish to have 
a violinist and perhaps a guitarist. 
If the ceremony is to be performed 
indoors with a garden reception to 
follow, the accordionist can double 
on the piano and then take up his 
accordion. 

When dancing is planned for the 
reception, you may have a tempo- 
rary dance floor laid in the garden, 
and then you will want a good 
three-piece orchestra — piano, vio- 
lin, and drums, for example. Small 
pianos may be rented for this pur- 
pose if your own is unwieldy. 

Whether the wedding is small, 
or large and fairly formal, you may 
be sure that if it is held in a garden, 
it will be long remembered.

The other day, I was puttering about in my library. Several 
of my nephews and nieces were sitting on the terrace be- 
neath the window, and I overheard one of them say, "I never 
saw anyone who knew so much about sports and outdoor 
things as Uncle Jeff," and my oldest niece said, "Of course. He 
was a terrific athlete. The whole family was, but I don't think 
any of them did as many things as Uncle Jeff.

I felt a warm glow of contentment creep over me such as I 
had never known before. These words were an acknowledge- 
ment of something I had striven for all my life. I decided right 
then and there to write my autobiography.

My name is Jeffrey Bottomry. I am 70 years old and of 
approximately sound mind and body. I was the youngest of 
five children. We came from a long line of athletes dating back

to Thomas a Bottomly of Bottomly-on-Thames, who was said 
to have been the most skilled horseman and jouster in the 
British Isles. 

Be that as it may, my immediate family was obsessed with 
the conviction that the Bottomlys were a race of champions 
and that their chief reason for being was to maintain this 
centuries-old tradition. 

From the time that I learned to walk, this responsibility was 
impressed upon me daily. Father and Mother, my uncles and 
my aunts and my four brothers were always winning cups. Our 
home looked like a trophy room. There wasn't anything that 
someone wasn't good at — except, unfortunately, me. Even in 
the first grade I was a complete flop at such sports as musical 
chairs and pinning the tail on the donkey. 

This was, of course, deeply humiliating to my family. I don't 
think they were ever quite sure that I was not just being per- 
verse. Everything came so easy to them. My oldest brother 
John, for example, was captain of the Yale football team, and 
my Uncle Alcott was captain of the Princeton team in the 



same year. It was taken for granted that they would be. 

John and Alcott were really the best of friends, but the first 
time they met on the football field during a Yale-Princeton 
game John caused Alcott to be carried off on a stretcher. The 
following year, during the second quarter, John went off in the 
same manner due to Alcott, and on the occasion of their final 
meeting they performed the remarkable feat of knocking each 
other out simultaneously and being carried off Side by side 
amidst thundering applause from the stands. I merely mention 
this to indicate their dedication to family tradition. 

My brother Bertram was a track man. When I was quite 
young, Father took me to see him run the mile. Bert, lost a 
shoe at the quarter mark and broke the intercollegiate record 
with one bate foot. I remember my father tugging at his mus- 
tache excitedly and crying, "That lad could run with one foot 
behind his back." 

Harold and Donald, my two younger brothers, were what 
you might call general-purpose athletes. They just went around 
the country winning tournaments. It didn't make much dif- 
ference to them what they were. - 

When my parents discovered that at the age of seven I 
couldn't catch a baseball without endangering the expensive 
braces on my teeth, there was considerable talk about sending 
me to a sanitarium. My mother, however, was against it. If I 
was crazy, she said, I was crazy. Mother Was very practical 
about such matters. "Let's try to build up his body and teach 
him what we can," she would say. "If that doesn't do any 
good ..." At that point she would shrug in an ominous way. 

After that, I had instructors in everything imaginable. They 
all admitted, subsequently, mat I was hopeless, but at the time 
they wanted to hang onto their jobs so they kept telling Father 
and Mother that I showed great promise. 

Nobody had time to check up on them. Father was what they 
used to call a traveling man in athletic supplies and Mother was 
usually rushing around the country attending golf tournaments. 
My brothers were away at school during most of this period, 
so that everybody more or less forgot all about me, including 
most of my instructors, and I enjoyed the happiest years of 
my childhood in consequence. 

When l was about 12, my father took me to some public 
courts to see how I was coming along in tennis, and I 
knocked two of his front teeth out with my racquet. It really 
wasn't my fault. He shouldn't have had his teeth where they 
were, but he never saw it that way, and that fall I was sent to 
Buxten's School for Boys. 

Buxten's had the highest athletic standards of any school in 
the East. Father had a hard time getting me in. During the first 
year I battered myself up so much that I spent more time in the 
infirmary than I did in classes. The cost of this was borne by 
the school, and eventually they let me be editor of the school 
paper as an economy measure. 

It almost killed Father when he heard about it. It did some-* 
thing to him, I'm afraid, because he never paid much attention 
to me after that, and a few years later he died. 

My brothers were very nice about it. They never openly 
accused me of having been responsible for Father's death, but 
I could tell it was on their minds. 1 didn't see much of them 
because soon after that I went to college. They all hoped I 
would show some improvement there. I seemed doomed to 
disappoint them, though. I went out for the gymnastic team

thing I hadn't tried, but the very 
first day I strained something in 
my back trying to open my locker, 
it really wasn't my fault.

always astonished the bathers as 
my body was washed quietly 
among them.

Actually it pleased me be- 
cause it proved that when I did see something I could hit it.

We went looking 
for foxes in the woods, of all places. Thank heaven we 
didn't find one. It was hard enough to keep the branches 
out of my eyes just riding at a walk.

That meant one at a time, of course* 
with everybody watching. I envied the hounds who could 
wriggle under.

hearings on them as required by law, set out signs, 
paved roads, doubled the parking spaces, and did 
some remodeling. We also cleaned up, refurbished 
and rented 1 1 summer cottages and several apart- 
ments. In spite of the lateness in the season, we 
found a part manager; we also found, by com- 
petitive bidding, a concessionaire ready to start 
right away to clean up and open the four restau- 
rants and agreeable to stipulations that the Select- 
men had to approve all menus and prices. It was 
vital to be sure there were always meals available 
in all price ranges. 

In addition, we had to prepare budgets. What a 
job that was! How to budget all these varied activ- 
ities when you couldn't imagine the traffic each 
was going to enjoy, the weather, the cost of the 
million things you knew you wanted and needed 
and the two million you didn't know about, and 
how much money the town fathers would actually 
approve? 

In the end — don't ask me how — the jobs all 
got done, and only a very few overworked volun- 
teers dropped by the wayside. 

A prominent local decorator contributed her 
services and helped us to get curtain material and 
reupholstering at minimum prices. The Garden 
Club pitched in and beautified the grounds, and 
the Community Art Association lent pictures to 
adorn the walls. A greenhouse gave its finest. 

And on may 20th, golf play started, complete 
x\.with golf house, score cards, course rules, pros, 
starters, rangers, and greenskeepers. 

Eight days later we had public dedication cere- 
monies on the park lawn, featuring Fourth-of- 
July-type speeches by the Selectmen and other dig- 
nitaries. The high-school band played. The flag 
was raised, a tree was planted, and our club park 
was blessed with the prayers of three clergymen.

core of diehards who are against Long- 
shore, and always will be. 
^But the $10 family sticker (now $12) 
is no longer a burning issue. The golf 
course that we thought had a capacity of 
no more than 375 has been known to han- 
dle as many as 420 people on a weekend 
day. The tennis courts have been jammed 
from the day they opened, and several 
more are to be built. Every mooring has 
been rented, and on the board are plans 
for a new marina for 500 to 1,000 boats. 

The first year almost 50% of the total 
population of the Town of Westport ap- 
plied for admission cards! The second 
season saw a big increase in that figure. 

The main restaurant, which turns into 
a ballroom accommodating more than 
600— the largest dining room in Fairfield 
County — has been a great success. Most 
of Westport's big functions, as well as 
those of the surrounding towns, are held 
here. And the concessionaire is making 
a profit and turning in a healthy contribu- 
tion to the operating budget of the Park. 

Among unexpected results, the Park is 
l\ helping to attract better teachers to 
Westport, a manna for the fiercely com- 
petitive market in our section! (The Board 
of Education's recruiting brochure de- 
scribes the club's facilities.) 

Projected: a modern playground where 
kids can skate and ride their bikes and 
mothers can sit with their baby carriages. 
Also in prospect is a long addition to the 
sandy beach and another swimming pool. 

Now for the $200,000 question I know 
is on your minds: "How did you do in the 
money department?" In Longshore's first 
year it made an almost unintentional 
operating profit of more than $14,000! 

When we started this venture, we got 
in touch with the National Recreation As- 
sociation to get the figures, policies, and 
other data of towns that had attempted to 
buy and transform a private club. We 
were told that the Association's records 
showed no precedent for such an under- 
taking.

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Norway Sending 
New Statue of 
Old Shipwreck 

VIRGINIA BEACH — A Radio Norway program director ap- 
peared before City Council Monday to present plans for the un- 
veiling of the "Norwegian Lady," the statue to be sent from 
Moss, Norway to replace a deteriorated figyrehead landmark. 

Erik Bye of Oslo told Council the 9-foot bronze statue is 
nearly completed and should 




arrive here aboard the naval 
training ship Haakon Vn some- 
time in *September. 

Moss will unveil an identical 
statue at the same time, Bye 
said. 

May Be "Sister City" 
Many other aspects appear to 
be mushrooming from Norway's 
good-will gesture. There is talk 
that Virginia Beach and Moss 
may become "sister cities" and 
a possibility that a local resi- 
dent will be sent to Norway 
next summer as a Virginia 
Beach represen 
tative.

The new statue will be a 
replacement, net a replica, of 
the wooden figurehead from 
the Norwegian berk Diktator 
which tank off Virginia Beech 
in 1891 with heavy lost of 
life. The ship came from Moss. 
The day after the linking, a 
figurehead was found on the 
beech and placed at 16th 
Street where it stood for many 
years before succumbing to 
the elements. 

The story of the lost figure- 
head came to the attention of 
Capt. 0. P. AAkenes, an assist- 
ant Naval Attache* to Washing- 
ton, who has visited here many 
times. He wrote an article on it 
for a Norwegian shipping maga- 
zine. 

The article was eventually 
sent to Bye, who produces a 




well-known martime show in 
Oslo. He was so interested in it 
that he took the article to Moss, 
about "an hour's drive" from 
Oslo, and talked to Mayor Emil 
Andersen. 

The mayor called a meeting of 
city officials and merchants and 
immediately put into effect a 
plan to replace the lost figure- 
head. With private donations 
from the people of Moss, the 
city commissioned Ornulf Bast, 
Norway's top-ranking sculptor, 
to recreate the new statue. He 
visited museums all over the 
country, taking special note of 
figureheads of the Diktator's 
period, before getting the final 
figure. 

Bast decided , on a buxom- 
type woman clad in a vest and 
flowing dress of Norwegian tra- 
dition. Her left hand hangs limp 
at her side and her right is bent, 
clasping a lock of her shoulder- 
length hair. 

"She looks out to see as if 
Bye said.

Council Votes 
To Restrict 
Swimmers 



VIRGINIA BEACH — City 
Council voted Monday to keep 
all boats out of the swimming 
area and to restrict swimmers 
from swimming more than 50 
yards offshore. 

The ordinance prohibits swim- 
ming outside an area extending 
50 yards east from the high-tide 
water mark, and also prohibits 
boating within the area. The ban 
on swimming far out is "badly 
needed here," » Councilman W. 
Hugh Kitchin Jr. commented 

The councilmen also passed 
on second reading a $2,138,- 
742.48 budget for 1962-63, which 
is an increase of $H0,091.37 
over the previous budget. The 
largest part of the budget in- 
crease is included in a $91,979 
jump in the school operating 
fund. Previously, teachers have 
been paid on a 12-month basis. 
Now, in order to parallel the 10- 
month system in Princess Anne 
County, with which Virginia 
Beach will merge January 1, the 
resort system will be changed to 
a September-June pay period. 

Other changes in the budget 
included a $16,000 increase in 
the special tax fund and a $2,- 
112.37 increase in the general 
fund.

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OCEANA — A flick of 
wrist, a shift of weight or an 
improper grip can mean the 
difference between a frustrating 
game of golf or one of pure 
pleasure. 

Jack Harvey is just the man 
to make a golfer a player rath- 
er than a club-thrower. 

The Aero-Pines golf pro has 
been instructing players for ov- 
er 25 years and has pined wide 
recognition for his teaching 
ability. 

Coming to this area a couple 
of months ago from Florida, 
Harvey has already made quite 
a name for himself among local 
golfers. The classes he conducts 
for both men and women at 
Aero-Pines are usually filled to 
capacity. 

Harvey's teaching methods in- 
corporate imagination with his 
outstanding knowledge of the 
sport and after one lesson a 
player may well find himself en- 
joying a presentable game. 

Most of his students have 
been playing for some time, but 
a quiet comment from their in- 
structor often shows them the 
way toJtnock several strokes off 
their game. 

"You must have the right at- 
titude aboufgolf," he tells be- 
ginners. "When you take a club 
in your hand, remember that 
you are three people. 

"First, when you look at that 
ball, believe that you are a giant 
and that ball is nothing but an 
acorn on the ground. Second, 
you are a baseball player and 
when you swing at the ball you- 
use the same motion needed to 
swing a bat. And third, you are 
a track star with your right foot 
positioned for the 50-yard dash." 

Harvey uses several aids in 
teaching his students. To im- 
prove the swing, he uses a 
stand with a plastic ball sus- 
pended on a flexible arm. When 
a student makes contact with 
this make-believe golf ball, he 
knows his swing is correct. 

Another "gimmick" is a club 
with the grip built in so that the 
hands automatically fall into 
correct form.

A trip to Charlottesville over the week-end to attend a two- 
day seminar sponsored by the Virginia Press Association took 
me on my second train ride In my not-so-short lifespan. The other 
was so long ago I scarcely remember it so this was more like s 
new experience for me. 

If we are to believe the news stories we read about the rail- 
road situation, its passenger business is at such a low ebb its 
hardly worth the time and trouble. But this wasn't the impression 
I got. The trams were jammed packed coming and going— though 
one woman reasoned that it was because there were so few cars. 
Not being a veteran passenger, I couldnt say. 

Since railroads always operate on standard time, I inevitably 
found myself with an hour wait after a mad dash to catch the 
train I thought was due to leave any minute. The first time I 
made the mistake, it was u n d ers ta nd able. The second time, it 
was plain stupidity. My breathless, exasperated comment on the 
hour wait in Charlottesville didn't phase the ticket agent one bit. 
"Everyone says that," she laughed. 

Gathering three magazines in Norfolk to entertain me on 
the 5-mile trip was a waste of money. My fellow passengers were 
far more interesting. The first was a bitterly frank woman who 
felt inclined to tell all around her how to mind their business. 
"For many, many years I was a church organist and had to keep 
quiet. Now I'm getting to the age where I tell people what I d- - - 
well think," she explained. And she did. 1 found her fascinating. 
"LEND ME YOUR EARS'' 

Next was a man going to visit his mother in a mental hos- 
pital, a trip he takes from Washington every Sunday. After stat- 
ing 'Tve been plagued with troubles all my life" he launched into 
his story and in the short time we sat together I heard about his 
father's death, his divorce, his mother's illness, his position with 
the State Department and the pitfalls of the railroad industry. 
My magazines remained unopened. 

Then there was the young sailor, the All-American boy type, 
who, after six months in San Diego was transferring to Norfolk. 
He already knew more about Virginia Beach than I did and was 
pleased over his new location because he wanted to be near the 
beach. f 

And last was the young girl who was coming to visit her 
sister in Norfolk while her brother-in-law was at sea. A native 
of Kalamazoo, Mich., she had never seen the ocean and couldn't 
imagine a wave any large than the "ripples on Lake Michigan." 



But my fellow-passengers war* not the only interesting 
, points on the trip. At the seminar I hoard a lecture by the de- 
lightful Dr. Frank L. Hereford Jr., dean of the Graduate School 
of Arts * Sciences describing the new NASA machine being 
built at Lexington, Va. to determine what materials will be 
necessary to protect man in travel beyond the Van Allen Bolt 
in outer space. Scheduled for competition in 1964, the machine 
is so powerful (with radiation) it must be encased in an 18-foot 
solid concrete, structure. 

"We know that the radiation in the Van Allen Belt won't 
be too high for man to go through," he said, "but we don't know 
enough about it now to keep him there for any length of time." 



Also on the schedule was a very interesting panel discussion 
on "Reporting Air Disasters" with soch learned people as Edward 
E. Slattery Jr., chief of information for the Civil Aeronautics 
Board in Washington, and Robert Serling the aviation writer for a 
United Press, in which they described the investigation and re- 
porting procedures in inane crashes throughout the country, 
citing many specific crashes. 

Another panel discussion was conducted by three women: a 
council-woman from Richmond, a school crusader from Roanoke 
and a novelist from Charlottesville. They gave the women's view 
of newspapers. 

But the real highlight of the trip was the speech by Pierre 
Salinger, press secretary for the White House. He was an in- 
teresting speaker and the large group of newspaper representa- 
tives welcomed his remarks.

Texas Steelmen 
Complete Work 
For Bay Tunnel 

BAYSIDE — Steel workers in 
Orange, Texas, will launch the 
last of the 37 giant steel tunnel 
sections for the Chesapeake Bay 
Bridge-Tunnel project Friday. 

The tubes, 100 yards long and 
37 feet wide, are being sunk in 

trenches in the bay bottom to 
form two mile-long tunnels under 
shipping channels serving the 
ports of Hampton Roads and 
Baltimore. 

Six of the sections have been 
placed and Tidewater-Merritt- 
Raymond-Kiewit, joint venture 
contractors building the 17.6- 
mile bay crossing, planned to 
position the seventh late this 
week. 

Four of the sections, fabricated 
by American Bridge Division of 
U.S. Steel, arc now enroute from 
Orange to Norfolk, being towed 
1700 miles by ocean-going sal- 
vage ships. 

Installation of lamp standards 
will be completed by the end of 
this week to light the first 3.3- 
mile section of concrete trestle 
running from Chesapeake Beach 
near Cape Henry to a man-made 
island at the south end of Thimble 
Shoal Tunnel. 

A spokesman for the electrical 
contractor, E. C. Ernst, Inc., said 
lighting will be supplied by 78 
400-watt mercury vapor lamps. 
He said 12^ miles of cable 
tr.ays, 18 miles of 15 KVA Cable 
eight miles of street lighting cable 
and three miles of telephone cable 
have been installed on the trestle 
section.

Practically every church 
in the English countryside had 
a tower with a set of bells which 
were rung by ropes by the local 
citizens.

The survey was made under 
the auspices of "HI-PO", the 
Housing Industry Promotional 
Operation. "HI-PO" is the joint 
enterprise of the National As- 
sociation of Home Builders and 
leading manufacturers of the 
materials and equipment that 
go into a new home. 

The survey is a Dart of the 
market research data which 
home builders seek in their dili- 
gent efforts to construct the 
kind of homes people want. 

While no two families are ' 
alike in every resoect, the na-j 
tional survey revealed that f ami- ] 
les in certain groups had similar 
basic desires when it came to 
buying a new home. 

Those who had been living in 
apartments wanted to experi- 
ence the pride that comes with 
home ownership. They also 
wanted to transfer rent money 
into an investment. They sought 
increased living space, modem 
interior features, and a desir- 
able neighborhood.

ASC Reminds 
Wheat Growers 

PRINCESS ANNE — As har- 
vest of the 1962 wheat crop 
commences, the Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
Service reminds buyers and 
warehousemen of their respon- 
sibilities under the production 
aduisiment program on wheat. 

Norman T. Beal, ASCS county 
office manager in Princess Anne 
County, says that wheat buyers 
should become familiar with the 
wheat program for their own 
protection since they will be 
liable for the total amount of 
penalty if they accept excess 
wheat on which the Government 
holds a lien. 

The 1962 marketing quota 
penalty rate on excess wheat is 
$1.59 per bushel. 

Operators of farms on which 
wheat is produced free of pen- 
ary are issued marketing cards 
or marketing certificate to iden- 
tify the grain. Buyers should 
make certain that this identifi- 
cation is made when the wheat 
is offered for sale. 

ASCS county offices are now 
issuing instructions to all known 
wheat buyers on the operation 
of their part of the program. 
"All warehousemen, elevator op- 
erators, feeders, processors, or 
any other grain dealers should 
acquaint themselves with the re- 
quirements of the program if 
they have not already done so. 
Buyers who will familiarize 
themselves with 'the require- 
ments beforehand may save 
themselves a lot of inconven- 
ience later," Mr. Beal said.

Use of Land Requires 
New, Different Approach

Many of us have taken a drive 
from the city on a Sunday after- 
noon . . . and some of us have 
wondered, "Where is the coun- 
try?"

ready to accept new approaches 
to the development of land that 
will achieve the objectives we 
desire. But before examining pos- 
sible solutions, let us take a look 
at the problem to see how it 
arose and what it is. 

This was once a country of 
abundant eibow room, with un- 
shed space-for rwr lowns and 
cities. At one time our land seem- 
ed inexhaustible. It was a vast 
sv%eep of tnree million square 
miles of- some of the richest land 
on earth. 

Within a single generation we 
have learned that tne land is a 
limited resource. Today, the land 
surrounding our metropolitan 
areas is being swallowed at the 
rate of one million acres a year 
by needed factories, shopping 
centers, highways, and housing 
developments. How did this come 
about? 

When the family cars drove 
on to the American scene in large 
numbers, people started moving 
their homes to the outskirts of 
die cities, where they could have 
more space and pleasant living. 

The depression halted this first 
tentative expansion. Throughout 
the 1930's mere was compara- 
tively little new construction in 
this country, for homes, shops 
or offices. World War II threw 
up another barrier to expansion. 
Understandably, virtually all non- 
defense construction ceased. 

Then 15 million G.I.'s stream- 
ed joyously home. Their urgent 
need was for homQs, an.d a piece 
of land to call their own. The 
nation laced the most severe 
housing shortage in history. 
Homes for the returned. G.I.'s 
had to be provided and were. 
In the process, suburbia was 
born, seemingly almost over- 
night. 

Suburban living appeals to 
thousands. It offers pleasant, out- 
door activities. 

Today, with our growing po- 
pulation, suburbia is extending 
farther and farther out from our 
central cities. 

The National Association of 
Home Builders, with which the 
Tidewater Association of Home 
Builders is affiliated was one of 
the first to recognize the need 
for and press for new approaches 
to residential use of land to meet 
the needs of our growing com- 
munities. 

Members of the NAHB believe 
that with the cooperation of city 
officials and other groups, parti- 
cularly zoning officials, new con- 
cepts in land development can 
accomodate necessary growth in 
an effective development that 
will preserve the values of coun- 
try-like atmosphere and avoid 
waste of land.

College Costs Continue to 
Rise; Savings Plan Needed 

If you're faced.with college in failure to stick to a savings 




the future for your youngsters, 
better sit down right now with 
the family piggy bank. College 
costs are going up every year 
and a regular savings plan is a 
must if Junior and his sister are 
going to enter, those ivy-covered 
halls. 

Jean Kinkead, women's con- 
sultant to The Travelers Insur- 
ance Companies, notes that 
while the college population is 
doubling in the next 10 years, 
the cost of four years on cam- 
pus will be doing the same 
thing. By 1970, she reports, a 
, college education will cost twice 
what it does today. Current na- 
tional surveys show price tags 
ranging from $2,260 to $13,500 
as four-year total costs. 

With these kinds of figures 
in tile future, you can't begin 
too early. In fact, many families 
start a child's savings account 
before the ink dries on the new- 
comer's birth certificate. Yet, be- 
cause there are always at least 
three or four places to put each 
dollar, such savings never seem 
to -grow steadily enough. Recent 
national polls of over 7,000 fam- 
ilies revealed that more than 
half had neglected to save for 
file day when the family treas- 
ure chest would be tapped for 
the price of a bachelor's degree. 

Failure to plan a savings pro- 
gram and stick to it was shown 
* to be the main cause. Because 
Dills and the temptation of other 
luxuries can so easily divert dol- 
lars from your "untouchable" 
education fund, Jean Kinkead 
suggests reviewing the "forced 
savings" advantages in endow- 
ment education policies. 

She points out that just be- 
cause this kind of savings agree- 
ment does require you to de-

DDD Going 
Nationwide 

VIRGINIA BEACH — The 
Chesapeake and Potomac Tele- 
phone Company of Virginia, a- 
long with other Bell System Com- 
panies, is now preparing for an 
unprecedented nationwide, Direct 
Distance Dialing cutover. 

On August 31, at 9:30 P.M., 
over 55,000 operating stations in 
t h e nationwide teletypewriter 
(TWX) network will be changed 
from the present mariual switch- 
ing system to an automatic dial 
operation. 

With this new system of dial 
operation any one teletypewriter 
station will be able to dial direct- 
ly to the distant TWX in the 
same manner thatuelephone cus- 
tomers now dial their own Long 
Distance calk. 

"Here m Virginia," said L. F. 
Patrick local C&P manager, "the 
job of converting the state's more 
than 700 TWX machines to auto- 
matic dial operation is about 
complete. And most all TWX 
customers have had their person- 
nel trained in the operation of 
dial procedures." 

Under the present* manual 
system, each of the nation's exist- 
ing teletypewriter stations is con- 
nected to one of 103 manually 
operated regional switchboards. 
Now to send a message, the TWX 
attendant signals switchboard 
operator in her area and types out 
the number of the called station. 
All conversation between the two 
stations is conducted in the form 
of written messages rather than 
by voice. 

The heart of the new system is 
a transistorized data set which is 
mounted on the teletype console. 
The data set converts machine 
language into tone signals suit- 
able for transmission over the 
regular DDD network. 

With the dial operation for 
TWX, the calling station will 
push an "originate" button, hear 
a dial tone on the "receive only" 
handset, and then dial the assign- 
ed number of the called station. 
The called station will then an- 
swer the call directly by a typed 
response and the ensuing con- 
versation between the two sta- 
tions is by typewritten word. 

The new procedure for tele- 
typewriters will provide users of 
this communications service with 
greater speed and easier opera- 
tion for transmitting written mes- 
sages.

Drinking milk is the simplest 
way to get the good from milk. 
But there are many opportuni- 
ties in cooking to get part of 
the milk needed daily. 

From soup to dessert, milk 
used generously in cooking can 
add greatly to the nourishment 
in meals. 

There's sound reason for giv- 
ing some thought to this way of 
getting more milk into meals. 
When families in this country 
are not well fed, the nutrient 
they most often lack is calcium. 
And the mainstay source of cal- 
cium in our food supply is milk. 

Milk would be an important 
food if it offered no more than 
the mineral calcium, which is 
needed all life long for healthy 
bones. Along with calcium milk 
contains about 100 nutrients — 
minerals, vitamins, sugars, pro- 
tein elements — which altogether 
make milk a very special food 
bargain. 

The protein in milk is of the 
best quality that food offers, so 
that milk can help out with pro- 
tein in the same way that meat, 
poultry, fish, and eggs do. Milk 
is a good source of the B vita- 
min riboflavin — riboflavin is an- 
other nutrient often short in the 
foods families choose. 

Here are some recipes from 
food laboratories of the Human 
Nutrition Research Branch in 
the USDA using milk to advant- 
age in cooking, in, homemade 
desserts, and in flavored bever- 
ages. These recipes call for 
fresh milk; however, diluted 
evaporated milk or reconstituted 
dry milk may be used. 



MILK IN SOUPS 

Quick Carrot or Turnip Soup 

2 tablespoons finely chopped 

onion 
2 tablespoons butter or 

margarine 
2 tablespoons flour 
1 quart hot milk 
1 cup grated raw carrots or 
turnips 

Salt and pepper to taste 
Cook the onion in the butter 
or margarine until lightly 
browned. Blend in the flour. 
Add milk, carrots or turnips, 
and salt and pepper. Cook, stir- 
ring frequently until the carrots 
or turnips are tender, about 10 
minutes. 

4 servings. 1 cup milk per 
serving. 



Cream of Mushroom Soup 
% pound fresh mushrooms 
% cup butter or margarine 
2 tablespoons flour 
2 cups hot milk 
% small onion, sliced 
Salt and pepper to taste 

Wash and chop mushrooms 
and cook a few minutes in the 
butter or margarine. Blend in 
flour. Add milk slowly and cook 
over low heat, stirring constant- 
ly, until thickened. Heat the 
onion slices a few minutes in the 
soup, then remove them. Season, 
and heat just to boiling. 

4 servings. % cup milk per 
serving. 



Oyster Stew 
1 pint oysters 

3 tablespoons butter or 
margarine 

1 quart hot milk 

1 teaspoon salt 
Paprika 

Loejc over the oysters and 
take out any bits of shell. Melt 
the butter or margarine, add the 
oysters and their liquid, and 
cook over low heat until the 
edges of the oysters begin to 
curl — about 3 minutes. Add 
milk and salt, and- reheat. 
Sprinkle each serving with 
paprika.

White Sauce 

Thin — 1 cup milk, 1 table- 
spoon flour, 1 tablespoon butter 
or margarine; uses — cream 
soup, gravey; creamed and scal- 
loped vegetables, .eggs, fish, 
meat. 

Medium — 1 cup milk, 2 table- 
spoons flour, 2 tablespoons but- 
ter or margarine; uses — Gravy; 
creamed and scalloped vege- 
tables, egs, fish, meat.

Many people have asked the 
, question, "Will there be enough 
money remaining in the Fund 
tor our payments when we want 
to get out benefifc?" The number 
of Social Security beneficiaries 
has increased year after year and 
this growth is expected to con- 
tnue for at least the next 50 years. 
To cover the cost of paying 
benefits to an increasing number 
the law provides for gradual in- 
creases in the Social Security 
tax rates, with the last increase 
going into effect in January, 
1968. At that time the employee 
will be contributing 4 5/8 per 
cent of his earnings up to a maxi- 
mum of $4800. A like amount 
will be contributed by the em- 
ployer. Self-employed individuals 
will contribute 6.9 per cent. 

These Social Security taxes 
contributed by working people 
and employers go into two Trust 
Funds which are kept separate 
from all other funds in the U. S. 
Treasury. Benefits are paid from 
these Funds when earnings are 
lost because a worker has retired 
or died, or become disabled. By 
law, the assets can be used only 
for the payment of benefits and 
administrative expenses. 

The Social Security Act pro- 
vides for a Board of Trustees 
of the Trust Funds, composed of 
the Secretary of the Treasury, 
the Secretary of Labor, and the 
Secretary of Health, Education, 
and Welfare.

OTHER NATIONS: 

Is money spent in foreign 
lands lost forever?

Foreign trade is just like any 
other kind of trade; it is based 
on the principle of specializa- 
tion and exchange. The people 
in any country produce those 
goods and services for which 
they have a comparative ad- 
vantage, and sell them to some 
other countries for something 
that they would rather have. A 
country may have a relative ad- 
vantage because of natural re- 
sources, labor or management 
skills, capital investments or 
techniques. The broadening of 
markets is necessary to realize 
fully the economic gains from 
specialization, production, and 
more effective competition.

boundaries. Thus, by engaging 
in trade, the country improves 
its overall position. We general 
ly import goods from f» 
countries for one of three real 
sons — we can buy cheaper than 
we can produce, the quality is 
better than the goods at home, 
or our own production (volume) 
of the goods is too small to 
meet demands. 

It is estimated that U.S. ex- 
ports account for 3,000,000 jobs 
while imports provide another 
1,000,000. In agriculture, the 
produce from one out of every 
sue acres of farm land is sent to 
foreign markets. Slightly more 
than half of this is exported 
with some form of government 
assistance. Both the economy of 
the nation as a whole, and the 
strength of the agricultural seg- 
ment depend heavily upon earn- 
ings from exports. 

The U. S. exchanges many 
types of products With other 
countries. It must be remem- 
bered that world trade is an ex- 
change of goods for goods. Of 
course, credit may be used to 
postpone the payment. Dollars 
spent within the U.S. borders 
are not "saved" nor are those 
spent abroad "lost." Those dol- 
lars spent abroad by Americans 
must eventually be used to pur- 
chase something back from this 
country. 

^Paying high wages does not 
prevent U.S. industries from 
competing strongly in the world 
market. The lower productivity 
of foreign workers tends to off- 
set the economic advantage of 
their low wages. However, firms 
may find themselves at a com- 
petitive disadvantage by having 
a high labor-product ratio if 
U.S. tariffs are reduced and im- 
ports increased. The unemploy- 
ment situation will depend upon 
the adjustment ability of our 
industries and types of govern- 
mental programs. 

The U.S. holds an unusual po- 
sition of being the world's 
leading industrial producer and 
food exporter. The economic fu- 
ture of the U.S. probably lies 
in the direction of free trade 
with the rest of the world. How- 
ever, it is important for each 
citizen to take the time to look 
at the contents of the merchan- 
dise that comes to us in the 
wrappings of "free trade."

to Virginia. 

Of the 8,389 head sold, about 
80 percent were steers and 20 
percent were heifers. The steers 
averaged $27.60 per cwt, 25c 
below those in the spring series 
last year. Thirty percent of the 
steers graded Fancy and Choice, 
and averaged $27.78. About half 
of the steers graded Good, and 
brought the same average price 
as the higher grades. This indi- 
cates that most of the buyers 
were looking for steers to go on 
grass and felt that those grad- 
ing Good would do just as well 
as those grading Choice. Steers 
grading Medium averaged 
$26.90, . 

The heifer cattle averaged 
23.80, about 35c under last 

ring. Some demand was noted 
for heifers to go back on farms 
for herd building and restock- 
ing. The buyers restocking their 
herds were particularly inter- 
ested in the heifers grading 
Fancy and Choice, and more 
specifically the heavy weight 
Choice heifers. At some sales, 
the heavier Choice heifers sold 
from $25 to $27, with the top at 
$27.25 — reached at Lynchburg 
on six Fancy and Choice Angus 
averaging 615 pounds. 



The spread In pftee between 
steers and heifers continued, 
rather wide again this spring. 

Even with some demand for 
replacement heifers, most of 
them went to the feedlQts of 
Ohio at prices ranging general' 
ly from $23 to $25, with Medium 
heifers selling in the $21 to $23 
bracket. 

Most of the steer calves 
weighing from 350 to 600 lbs. 
were bought by Virginia cattle- 
men at about the same price 
that light weight cattle sold for 
a year ago. Practically all these 
calves will go on grass, and 
many of them will be sold 
through the yearling feeder cat- 
tle sales in Virginia this fall. 

The 600 to 700-pound steer 
cattle were the most difficult to 
move, selling mostly from $26 
to $28, from $1 to $2 under last 
spring's prices. The 600 to 700- 
pound cattle were considered a 
little too heavy to go on grass 
by most Virginia grazing buy- 
ers, and the feed lot buyers were 
more interested in 700 to 900- 
pound cattle. Most of the heav- 
ier steers went directly to the 
feedlots. Northern feeders from 
Maryland and Pennsylvania 
were more active at the 1962 



spring sales than were the mid- 
western feeders. 

Top price paid at the sales 
was $36.25 on two head of 
Choice steers averaging 345 lbs. 
The practical top was $35.50 
paid for 26 head of Choice 
steers averaging 431 pounds. 

The spring sales were organ- 
ized in Virginia in 1953 and 
have grown continuously since 



that time. They are operated 
similar to the fall feeder calf 
sales in that they are coopera- 
tively sponsored by producer 
groups and the Virginia Beef 
Cattle Association. The cattle 
are graded by Virginia Depart- 
ment of Agriculture graders and 
sold in uniform groups by 
breed, sex, grade, and weight.

PRINCESS ANNE— Lynnhav, 
en Supervisor James Darden re- 
quested the Board of Supervis- 
ors Monday to ask the Virginia 
Department of Game and Inland 
Fisheries fpr money to dredge 
the Narrows in the Broad Bay- 
Linkhorn Bay area.

"There is also the addi- 
tional problem of surf-riders in 
this area. They have attracted 
younger boys and girls who try 
to do the same things the older 
ones do with rubber floats, and 
it is dangerous. 
The board also voted to ban 



shuffleboard, pin ball and pool 
table play in the county between 
midnight and 6 a.m. at the re- 
quest of the police. Police Chief 
James E. Moore said, "We have 
gamblers who come in here and 
play all night. It is almost im- 
possible to catch them." 

Richard J. Webbon, execu- 
tive secretary of the board, 
wai authorized by the board 
to write owners of Pembroke 
Manor, advising that the coun- 
ty intends to purchase the old 
historic house at a formerly 
agreed price of $10,000.

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The Decision on Saying a 
Prayer in Public Schools 



"I cannot see how an 'official religion' 
is established by letting those who want 
to say a prayer say it." 

' These were the words of Mr. Justice 
Patter Stewart of the United States Supreme 
Court as part of his dissenting opinion in 
the court's 6 to 1 decision in holding the 
Regent's Prayer in the -New York public 
schools as unconstitutional. 

The Regent's Prayer is a simple 22-word 
nonsectarian prayer recited after the Pledge 
of Allegiance to the Flag in public schools 
in New York State. 

Here is the prayer's text: 

"Almighty God, we acknowledge our 
dependence upon Thee, and we beg Thy 
blessings upon us, our parents, our teachers 
arid our country." 

The prayer is certainly simple enough 
and could hardly be offensive to most 
parents. It professes no religion in par- 
ticular and more or less embraces religion 
as a whole. 

There have been many voices raised 



criticizing the court's decision in this matter. 
We must take our place among those who 
disagree with the decision. We look at the 
matter as Justice Stewart expressed it in his 
minority opinion.' 

We also like the reaction of our public 
school superintendent, Mr. Frank W. Cox, 
who is quoted as saying: "We encourage 
Bible reading and prayer in our schools 
and it is gratifying to observe that many 
classes and schools have regular periods 
for devotional purposes. 

"We feel that more effort and steps are 
in order to keep God in our schools, rather 
than to exclude Him from them. We will 
continue to encourage prayers* in our 
schools." 

We believe the comment of the Rt. Rev. 
George P. Gunn of Norfolk, bishop of the 
Episcopal Diocese of Southern Virginia, 
sums up briefly our feeling in the matter. 

Bishop Gunn said: "A nation that doesn't 
pray doesn't survive."

Beach Ice Plant . 
Has New Owner 

By LESLIE RUSSELL 

. VIRGINIA BEACH— Shortly after the turn of the century, 
the Virginia Beach Ice Delivery Plant on Norfolk Avenue, began 
its service to the Virginia Beach and Princess Anne County area. 
Virginia Beach was only a small fishing village, "no where' 
near the big resort area it is now," Robert Barco, owner and 
manager of the Virginia Beach 



ice plant, said, and the plant 
was the only source of ice in 
the area. People were depend- 
ent on it for supplying ice 
boxes, fishing parties, and beach 
parties with ice. 

Although the days of the "ole 
ice box" are long gone, the need 
and demand for plant ice is still 
very much a part of today. 
Fishermen, beach parties, and 
often people who remember the 
"by-gone days" find the ice 
plant, after 51 years of service, 
still the best place to get ice. 

The younger generation may 
not realize the differences be- 
tween plant and machine-made 
ice but there are differences 
and very important ones, too. 
Ice-plant ice is colder, harder, 
and purer. 

"Ice made in the machines 
often seen at gas stations, fish- 
ing piers, and boat marinas is 
made at a warmer temperature 
and is not "aironated," Barco 
said. "The presence of air allows 
the ice to collect odors, giving 
it a flavor. Ice plant ice which 
Is aironated is flavorless and 
chrystal clear." 

The general system for ice 
plant • ice production , hasn't 



changed for a century but the 
methods are being improved 
upon aU the time. Barco's cor- 
poration, which includes four 
delivery trucks, is now putting 
out "ice merchandisers" similar 
to ice machines, but filled with 
plant ice. These merchandisers 
are located at boat marinas, fill- 
ing stations, and fishing piers.

Lembeck of New Smyrna Beach,

Farmers are entitled to claim 
refunds each year for the fed- 
eral excise tax on gasoline used 
on a farm for farming pur- 
poses. ;__\ 

To get a refund of federal 
gasoline tax, you must file a 
claim on Form 2240. You may 
have received a copy of this 
form, but if you did not, ex- 
planatory bulletins and forms 
can be secured at my office. 
This form must be submitted 
between July 1 and October 1 
of 1962. Refunds can be claimed 
for gasoline used on the farm 
from the period of July 1, 1961, 
to June 30, 1962. 

The word "farm" includes 
stock, dairy, poultry, fruit, 
truck, orchards, nurseries, 
greenhouses, and other similar 
types of operation used primar- 
ily for the raising of agricultur- 
al or horticultural commodities.

As progress is made the 
Feeder Cattle business, the need 
for performance testing will be 
more evident. ; - 

Heifers from top producing 
cows will have to be put back 
in the herd, and Beef Cattle Im- 
provement Association records 
can be an important tool in se- 
lecting the right one. 

Work done by the BCIA also 
has helped take some of the 
gamble out of bull buying 
through its bull testing program 
at Culpeper, and on farms. 
There are six important records 
to consider in evaluating a per- 
formance tested bull. These in- 
clude the production record of 
'he dam *ud sire, the blood 
lines, the pre-weaning record of 
the calf, the feed test perform- 
ance, and the life time growth 
and type score of the individual 
buU. 

Now that most of the 1962 
calves have arrived, it is a good 
time for the calf producer to 
take a look and see where he 
stands. Are your cows produc- 
ing calves that will make a 
profit? Has the present bull 
made improvements in this 
year*, calf crop? The Virginia 
BCTA can help answer these and 
other questions for you. For 
how to enroll, contact my office. 



THE TELEPHONE RINGS 

Princess Anne and Virginia 
Beach farmers, homeowners, 
housewives, and everyone else 
keep two phones ringing con- 
stantly, asking many varied 
questions. I would like to pass 
on some questions and answers 
to you. 

Q— What is the best insecti- 
cide for gardens? 

A.— There is no one insectide 
or all pests. However for gen- 
end use, malathion ranks high. 
It controls aphids and sucking 
insects. * 

Q.— What can I do about fire 
blight? 

A.— Break blighted twigs off 
the tree by hand and destroy 
them. If you use pruning shears 
or a knife, the blade becomes 
contaminated and will spread 
the disease. In commercial 
plantings, spraying during blos- 
som time with streptomycin sul- 
fate is recommended. 

Q.— What is the best chemical 
to use to kill grasses & weeds in 
brick walks and gravel drive- 
ways? 



A.— Use Va pound dalapon 
and 4 pounds of 2, f D in one 
gallon of water. Amatine also 
can be used if there is no dan- 
ger of washing. 

Q.— How can t control little 
green bugs that come through 
the screens at night? 

'A.— Using yellow lights will 
help. And you might try brush- 
ing the screens with a chlor- 
dane-oil solution. **. 

Q— What can I seed now that 
would be suitable lor a bay 
crop? 

A.— Sudan Grass or pearl mil- 
let. 

Q— Shouid I spray to control 
the European corn borer on 
field com? 

A.— It is not considered prac- 
tical in Virginia to apply chemi- 
cals to control the corn borer on 
the field corn. 



MAKE BETTER 
USE OF PASTURE 

Princess Anne cattlemen 
sometimes have trouble making 
the most efficient use of pas- 
ture. During the spring, pasture 
growth is lush and most active, 
but this is the time when cattle- 
men have the lightest load of 
cattle to graze. 

However, there are several 
ways in which farmers can try 
to make better use of these 
grasses. One possibility is to 
have a good portion of grass 
land in the tall growing grasses 
and clovers so that they can be 
cut hi the spring for hay or 
silage and then released for 
grazing the rest of the season. 

This method is being used by 
more cattlemen and seems to 
be one of the more practical 
methods of efficient harvest. 

Another way of solving the 
problem is to stock heavy in the 
spring months with some cattle 
that can be sold during the 
middle of the summer. In early 
July, about half of the cattle 



can be sent to market and the 
rest grazed until October. This 
uses up all of the spring grass 
and then leaves the pasture 
loaded so it can graze the rest 
comfortably. 

If you are grazing steers and 
have facilities to feed out cattle 
on the farm, you can move part 
of these steers to the feed lot 
in July and start feeding. The 
remainder can be grazed until 
October. This not only enables 
you to get maximum gains from 
pasture, but lets you send fin- 
ished cattle to market at two 
different times. Thereby, hedg-f 
ing a little against the margin. 

By loading pastures in the 
spring and then lightening the 
load, you can use more fertilizer 
and reap the benefits from it. 
One of the big current problems 
is in using fertilizer to increase 
growth that is not being used 
fully. 

Still another idea for making 
better use of pasture is to add 
sheep and to breed them so 
lambs will go to market in May 
and June. The sheep will help 
use the spring growth and by 
selling lambs the load will be 
lightened as July approaches.

If you have never been there, 
you really should go but don't 
plan on a hucried trip, because 
it is geographically impossible. 
If you haven't been there and

tist, don't knock it. You might 
like the lack of traffic, the wide 
uncongested beaches and the 
ponies. If you really want to 
get away from it all go to the 
"shell beach." You'll think you 
are the last human being on 
earth, on a vast deserted desert 
and you might even see the 
"mirage." 

Some of the Chesapeake 
Beach Art Class, thought it 
would be fun to go to Ocracoke 
on a sketching trip and so they 
took off last week. I will try to 
tell you some of the things we 
saw. 

In addition to our suitcases — ' 
one girl took three — the rest 
just one — we had to take our 
painting paraphanalia, beach 



umbrella, chairs and stools, wa- 
ter cooler and "Scotch Cooler" 
— it was necessary to drive two 
cars for four people. 

The first leg of our Journey 
took us through the Nags Head 
area, which "was severley dam- 
aged by the March storm. Many 
of the familiar land marks have 
disappeared. The houses that 
survived the , storm are being 
raised up on piling and all new 
construction seems to be also. 

Oregon Inlet was badly dam- 
aged. In fact a flat roof restaur- 
ant that some of our group 
climbed up on last June and 
painted from the roof,, was 
completely demolished as well 
as the small boat docks. 

The severe storm did not 
wash any sand out of Oregon 
Inlet, that I could notice. It is 
still necessary for the ferries to 
skirt the sand bars and it still 
takes from 45 minutes to an 
hour to cross. ,

Island seemed to receive most of 
the damage from the storm. It 
was necessary to build a com- 
plete new road in many sections. 
The State Highway has erected 
a one-way bridge over the new 
inlet that the storm formed. 
From the new inlet, which is 
slightly above the Cape, on 
down the island looked undam- 
aged. 

Crossing Hattress Inlet is still 
a chore. There seems to be more 
sand bars and the ferry still 
gets stuck but the pilot manages 
to work around and free the 
boat. 

Ocracoke Island always lacked 
the dunes that Hattress and the 
Nags Head area had but this 
year it looked even flatter. 
There are designated picnic 
areas, drive offs for beach bath- 
ing, and a camp site on the road 
from the ferry to the village of 
Ocracoke, which is thirteen 
miles from ihe ferry, on the 
widest part of the island on the 
Sound side. The Island is very 
bare, only a few trees and just 
a few small sandhills until you 
turn the bend in the road and 
reach the village, Then, you 
think you are in another world. 
The growth is lush and tropical 
having many cedar trees, live 
oaks, some of which are tremen- 
dous, yuccas grow everywhere 
and some are quite tall. Each 
yard has many oleanders and 
they were all blooming pro- 
fusely. 

The village of Ocracoke is 
laid out around Silver Lake, 
which is a beautiful harbor for 
all their boats. The Coast Guard 
Station sits at the head of the 
Lake, near the narrow opening 
into the Sound. 

Silver Lake is an artist's 
dream at any time of day. We" 
even painted a twilight picture 
there until it was too dark to 
see our colors. Boy, were we 
surprised when we got back to 
the hotel. 

East Howard Street is very 
picturesque, with its oversized 
Live oaks, fences along the 
street, some white and some un- 
painted except by nature, with a 
fungus growth on them. The 
street is one set of tracks- wide, 
in deep sand. In fact when you 
get off the paved road all the 
roads on the island are sandy. . 
Because East Howard Street 
is painted by so many artists* 
our group wouldn't consider it. 
Instead one enterprising soul 
discovered a scene that was ex- 
actly what they had been look- 
ing for. Only you had to wade 



aoK>ss part of the sound to 
reach it. Now that would be al- 
right if you were empty handed 
but, alas, we were not. Each be- 
ing loaded down with; drawing 
board, watercolor pan, stool, 
paints, three jars of water, and 
water cooler,. After making sev- 
eral trips across with all our 
tools, someone decided it was 
top -hot, we needed the beach 
umbrella, which alas four peo- 
ple and their painting equip- 
ment cannot get under. So a 
tarpolian had to be erected on 
the poles that the fishermen left 
so thoughtfully in the ground, 
for which I was most thankful. 
On your stay at, Ocracoke you 
will hear the people in the ho- 
tels talk about the wonderful 
shells you can find at the Inlet. 
You soon discover that it is five 
sandy miles to the inlet. Some 
will tell you that you can drive 
down, some that you can't, but 
the best thing they say is to in- 
quire at the "Snack Bar". 

After talking back and forth 
to everyone we saw about the 
best way to get to the "shell 
beach" at the Inlet we were 
sure we could find it O.K., so 
we didn't bother to stop at the 
"Snack Bar"/ We were told it 
was a sand road, you couldn't 
miss it, but to be sure and stay 
in the tracks and you could 
drive within a half a mile of the 
end. 

We found a number of tracks 
in hard sand and preceded, down 
this vast desert— which is ex- 
actly what it looked like. It was 
flat for as far as you could see 
and the sand road looked moist 
to 'the driver, which was me. 
Well, we drove for what seemed 
miles and we finally came to a 
sand dune sitting up in the 
middle of nowhere, looking very 
lonesome iby itself. At this point 
the road seemed wetter and the 
driver decided that it must be 
the end of the line so we left the 
car, right out on that desert, and 
proceeded to walk in the direc- 
tion of the tracks. After much 
tramping we came to the beach 
on thevsound side and followed 
it on down to the point. We had 



lost sight of the- car and it 
seemed that we were the last 
souls left on earth on this huge 
flat beach with only the sea 
gulls to know that we had been 
there. We never did see another 
living soul and the vastness of 
the place was so spooky that we 
could not enjoy our search for 
shells. It was there that we saw 
the mirage. It looked like maybe 
an island at sea, or a large ship 
on the beach, only at that par- 
ticular spot we knew it was dry 
land. 



i it "on the double"— which was 
certainly no easy task when 
everybody had two arm loads of 
shells. 

On the way back, on the sand 
road, it suddenly dawned on me 
why the islanders we talked to 
said "ask at the 'Snack Bar' "— 
which we failed to do — the peo- 
ple at the Snack Bar would tell 
the silly tourists whether it was 
safe to proceed or not, or if the 
tide would get them. 

So if you have a yen to go to 
the "Shell Beach" while you 
are on Ocracoke for crying out 
loud "Ask At The "SNACK 
BAR." 

And if you don't believe I 
saw a mirage — well, I have a 
picture to prove it.

2 cups Idaho dry Pinto Beans 

cups cold water 

1 large or 2 medium onions, 

.thick-sliced or chopped 



2 fat cloves garlic, minced 

1 small bayleaf , left whole 

Vi pound smoked ham, slab 

bacon or salt pork 



Add washed beans to the water, allow to soak overnight in a 
heavy kettle. Or, in the morning, boil beans 2 minutes in the 
water. Remove from heat, cover, soak 1 hour. Add other ingredi- 
ents. Smoked ham should be cut in Vi inch cubes. Slab bacon or 
salt pork (salt washed off) should be sliced twice each way not 
quite to rind. Bring to boiling point rapidly. Reduce heat to slow 
simmer. Cover tightly. Cook IVi hours. Then add 

2 cups canned tomatoes % '% teaspoon dry mustard 
% cup chopped green pepper i % teaspoon oregano OR 
2 teaspoons chili powder' & % teaspoon ground cumin 
2 tablespoons brown sugar * salt if needed 

Rapidly bring to boiling point. Reduce to slow-simmer. Taste 
for salt. Cover. Simmer about 2 hours. 

There should be enough liquid left on the beans to resemble a 
medium-thick gravy.
